of some guard whose heart is as hard 
as the stee] of which the barrel of his 
gun is made. 

While doing the DeCris story free and 
full access to the prison farm was ¢eX- 
tended by Captain Foster, than whom 
there igs no more humane man in the 
service of the state.

The rules are hard and iréflexible and 
are carried out with a severity so harsh 
that it drives that little spark of hope 
a felon carries into the camp away within 
an incredible short period. 

There is not an hour of sunshine the 
convict can call his own. From the dawn 
he is under the constant watchfulness of 
a guard armed with a repeating rifle and 
ready to shoot him down like some 
wild animal should he make the slightest 
attempt to leave the camp. 

These guards have dealt with convicts 
so long that the last semblance of pity

They are convicts and therefore the 
faster they work the better and the 
greater wtil be their work. They are 
convicts and for that reason scant mefcy 
is shown them by those who are accus- 
tomed to handling only convicts. 


Convicts Can Legally Kill. 


This race across the cotton field or the 
corn fleld is a task few can keep up. So 
hard is it that when a strong convict 
has an enemy in his squad who happens 
to be weaker than he himself he resorts 
to fast work to even up with that enemys. 

He knows if he sets a hot pace his 
weaker companion will be compelled to 
move up with him. The weaker will make 
@ desperate effort to do so, but he will 
never appeal to the convict leading him to 
go slower, He knows the guard over him 
has no more mercy than hig strong com- 
panion who is trying to drive him to the 
whipping boss’ lash. The weaker one wiil 
follow until he drops over exhausted and 
may be dead. 

A rule y.events convicts speaking to 
any one without pefmission of the guards 
and within a short time after entering 
camp the convict learns not to ask fa- 
yvors of a convict guard. Convicts are 
taught to speak to no one until they are 
spoken to and that rule has been respon- 
sible for a great deal of suffering. A case 
in point. 

Some years ago a strong, healthy young 
negro was given a long term in the pen'- 
tentiary and was secured by some less2e 
with whom he worked until about ten 
months ago. About that time that convict 
put in an appearance at the state farm 
and at @ glance appeared to be a cripple. 
He had a bad limp in one leg and ap- 
peared to be walking with excruciating 
pain. 


Prisoners’ Terrible Condition. 


Day after day he went his way at the 
state farm discharging the duties assignea 
him. More than one time he came in con- 
tact with Dr. Adams and soon learned 
that the doctor had a kind héart.At first 
he was shy of the doctor, but gradually 
that shyness wore away and a month ur 
so ago he asked the doctor if he might 
have a word with him. The doctor con- 
sented and then the convict asked the doc- 
tor to examine his leg. Me doctor did so 
and discovered that the bones of the limb 
were broken in two just below the hip and 
that the lower portion had been wrested 
trom its rightful place and that. every 
time the convict stepped upon that foot 
the end of the bone was pushed against 
the flesh with a force equal to the weigat 
of the convict’s body. 

That limb, according to the convict, was 
broken some two years ago at a mine 
where he had been working and that he 
never received any surgical attention. Byt

Child Born to a Convict. 


For a long time there was on the con- 
vict farm a child who had never com- 
mitted a crime—a child conceived in s#fh

| taken away from the camp and the birth 
occurred a year after the woman became

in answer to Judge Gray's question, the 
Witness said that ne was of the opinion 
tual issuance Of checks did not encourage 
lumw@ailty, aS the best class of miners, 
as a rule, Kept their.checks and by buy- 
ing others secured their groceries at a 
discaunt. 

Judge Gray then made a Jengthy state- 
ment in which he practically foreshadow- 
ed his decision on the question of semi- 
monthly pay days... He sajd that: the 
present system of issuing checks to miners 
and discounting them for cash was 
vicious, in that it forced a miner to lose 
2o.per cent of his earnings if for any 
reason he desired tg be paid before the 
end of the month. “He further said that 
he thought the sy@tem encouraged. im- 
morality, in that it gave opportunity to 
the thriftless minérs to gamble their 
money away. He was of the opinion that 
a semi-monthly pay day should be tried, 
at least, as an experiment. If it would 
do away with the check system, he was 
hearty in favor o? it. He further said 
that if a check system was still allowed 
under the semi-monthly pay day, that, 
under no consideration, would he vote for 
the system unless the checks be made 
payabie to a certain miner, and that no 
other person be allowed to use it in any 
way whatsoever. This, he said, would 
prevent the harmful trading. 


Caused a Sensation. 

This statement by Judge Gray created a 
sensation among the operators as well as 
the miners, and Attorney Walker Percy, 
representing the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railroad Company, made a lengthy 
reply. He reviewed thé history of the 
system and explained that it first orig- 
inated during the season of depression, 
when the companies could not meet their 
pay rolls. They could not raise money, 
he said, but they had credit for merchan- 
dise, and in this way they managed to 
carry the miners over the trying period. 
Since then the system has spread, and 
in many places is welcomed by the men. 
He said the industrious miner could get 
his groceries and other necessaries at a 
discount by frugality, while his thriftless 
brother lost part of his earnings by reck- 
less§néss and é@xtravagance. Mr. Percy 
said he believed it would be a great disas- 
ter in mining circles if the system was 
abolished. 

Mr. Percy's statement is regarded by 
both sides as one of the most forceful 
statements ever made to an arbitration 
board, and it created a profound impres- 
sion upon Judge Gray and other members 
of the commission. 


TO FIGHT PESTS 
IN THE FIELDS 


Caterpillars Causing Great 
Alarm. in Dougherty 
oa 7 County,

Albany, Ga. August 15.—(Special.)— 
Caterpillars have appeared in this sec- 
tion of the state in such numbers as to 
cause general alarm among farmers, and 
vigorous measures are being adopted to 
prevent the spread of the pest, and if 
possible to exterminate it. In some cot- 
ton fields near Albany the caterpillars 
have multiplied rapidly, and their further 
spread seems inevitable. 

An Albany ware house firm has been 
méeking te for the. purpose of 
demonstrating how the pests can be suc- 
cessfully fought without great expense, 
and as @ result of its investigations has 
made public for the use of farmers the 
formula for a spraying mixturé that has 
proved uniformly effective. On several 
piantations.in this county it is being 
used with great success and the ingre- 
dients are quite inexpensive. Here is 
the formula; 

Dissoive 3 pounds of arsenic and 6 
pounds of sal soda in a barrel of water 
and-allow to stand overnight. Then 
spray the affected plants carefully. The 
mixture will destroy all insect life, but 
will not harm the plants. The spray is 
a deadly pdéison to animals, and care 
should be taken not to let stock get 
to grass or for on which it has been 
thrown.

School Census of Birming- 
ham and Jefferson 
County. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 15.—(Special.) 
The recent school census indicates that 
Jefferson county has added more than 
50,000 to her population in the past three 
years. In 1899 there were 35,526 persons 
of. schoo] age in this county. Now there 
are 48,680, an increase of 15,334, or nearly 
5C per cent. The increase in school chil- 
dren ig taken as being indicative of @ 
like increase in population. The 1900 cen- 
sus gives this county. 140,420 population, 
and if the increase in the number of 
school children in four years was almost 
60 per cent it is calculated that the rea- 
sonable increase in population in three 
years was about 40 per cent, or about 
56,000. This would give Birmingham a 
bona fide population of close on to 200,000, 
for practically the whole county is Bir- 
mingham, all of the people buying thetr 
retail supplies here and being closely in 
touch with the city proper by reason of 
the network of electric lines throughout 
the county.

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Addiess of Judge Woodward 
to the Mob. Convention 


Even if Men Were Railroaded to 
Their Doom by Courts, He Says 
the Number of Orimes 
Would Not Be Les- 
sened. 


Chautauqua, N. Y., August 16.—The 
closing address of the week of the as- 
sembly programme devoted to discussion 
of the mob spirit in America was deliv- 
ered today by Justice John Woodwar4s 
of Jamestown, N. Y., of the supreme 
court of New York. 

Justice Woodward said in part: 

“There are crimes so revolting that 
there can be no human sympathy with 
the perpetrators, and it takes % high 
degree of civic virtue to resist and con- 


the spirit of savagery, which is altogeth- 
er too thinly glossed over by the ages 
of civilized society through which the 
Anglo-Saxon race has passed in its pil- 
gr age up to the present heights. But 
right here must come the test of popu- 
lar government. Wemust be able to pro- 
tect every man in his right to a trial 
by jury; we must be able to perform 
the covenants which bind society to- 
gether, or our government is a failure. 
When we cannot insure to the meanest 
wretch who walks the earth the pro- 
tection of the law, we cannot be secure 
in our ewn rights, for, in the language 
of Lord Chatham, in hig speech on the 
address of the throne, “Where law ends, 
tyranny begins.’ 

“That lynching is not confined to those 
crimes which shock our sensibilities to 
@he extent, at times, of paralyzing our 
moral and civic consciences, and that the 
tendency to lawlessness is 
is strongly attested in a recent dissenting 
opinion of the chief justice of North 
Carolfma, who says: 

“There is nothing that is more sub- 
versive of good government than lynch- 
ing, yet more men have been executed 
in this mode in North Carolina in the 
last fourteen years than by lawful proc- 
ess, and some years twice as many, 48 
appears by the reports of the attorney 
general. The last message of the g0°V- 
ernor of the state reports eight executed 
by lynch law in the last two years, of 
whom three only were lynched for rape, 
and in the same period only five were 
executed by the sheriff for all offenses. 

“During the same period of fourteen 
years marked by this lawlessness the 
sarse authority tells us that the num- 
ber of murders has increased twofold, 
manstatghter fourfold and other crimes 
about 70 per cent, indicating clearly, it 
would seem, that the true purpose of 
punishment, the safety and welfare of so- 
ciety, is not promoted by this resort to 
mob violgnce. 

“The laws delay. so much prated about, 
depends very larselv upon the particula 
time that the crime was committed and 
to the necessities in the practical admin- 
istration of the laws in 4 jurisdiction 
which presumes innocence until guilt is 
proven. 

“If speed is, in fact. @ desirable end to 
be accomplished in dealing with crime: 
if it is necessary as a concession to the 
spirit of savagery which survies beneath 
the veneer of civilized life, it is within the 
power of the men who make up and 
support, negatively or positively, the 
mobs which_have terrorized and disgraced 
large areas Qf our country, to provide 
the machinery by which men charged 
with crimes may be railroaded to thcir 
doom. They may. if they choose, so 
change the rules of evidence and the 
methods of procedure that every male- 
factor may be accused, tried. convicted 
and punish2d with neatness and dispatch, 
and the plaudits of a community which 
étands ready to accent almost any\ning 
so lone as it is rapid. but it may be 
doubted if the expedient would serve to 
lessen the number of crimes or their 
atrociousness. Modern scholarship is 
agreed that in the great tragedy of the 
cross, the Sevior of mankind was aiven 
all of the bencfits of the rules of Jewish 
law, but he gould not be prote@ed from 
the trial by hue and cry; .the mob spirit, 
the prejudices of the masses, were ar 
1ayed against Him, and it is unly because 
modern jurisprudence has improved upor. 
the methods cf those times and given 
the prisoner the right of appeal so long 
as there is a question of the fairness and 
legality of hjs trial, that the injustice 
and the ong of that conviction gre no 
longer poOssible.”’

The trial judge, now president of 
the convict board, recommends a pardon, 
as do very many good citizens of Coos. 
county. He has already served the state 
six years, wand is getting along in life”

articles of confederation. The principal 
defects of thes@.articles were: (1) They 
gave the general government no right of 
taxation; (2) no power to regulate com- 
merce; (3) no power Over the citizen di- 
rectly; (4) no power to enforce its will; 
(5) mo real executive. 

Congress might need money and troops, 
but it could not directly raise either. 
Requisitions had to be made on the 
states; and when the states refused to 
honor the requisitions the general govern- 
ment had no power to enforce its de- 
mands. Every state could lay its duties 
upon commerce, and thus there could be 
thirteen different, antagonistic systems in 


‘operation within the confederation. Un- 


doubtedly this government was too weak. 
The central power was not.a power. The 
thirteen sovereign, independent states had 
too jealously retained their own sover- 
eignty. 

Against these defects Washington had 
struggled as best he could during the 
war, Dut with the deepest conviction that 
no effective g®@vernment was possible un- 
til they were cured. 

The central power sank into contempt 
after the peace. Members of congress 
often stayed at home, leaving their states 
unrepresented. There were practically 
no natural revenues with which to pay off 
the war debts. The army dwindled to 
less than one hundred men. Between citi- 
gens of Pennsylvania and Connecticut 


destroyed, and many lives lost. Wyoming 
valley, which had been swept with fire 
and sword in 1778 by British, Indians and 
Tories, was now laid waste again by the 
troops of Pennsylvania—the victims this 
time, being settlem@ from Connecticut.

attorney general of reconstructed Vir- 
ginia, filling the*place with conspicuous 
ability. In 1780 he was in congress and 
in 1786 he was governof of. his state. 


In the preceding January he had been. 


appointed at the head of the commissfon 
of eight which the Virginia assembly se- 
lecte€ to meet the commissioners of other 
states at Annapolis. 

The ostensible business of these com- 
missions was to regulate commerce. 

There is no evidence that Edmund Ran- 
dolph turned his thoughts to imports 
and custom house regulations, but there 
is proof that he immediately began to 
concentrate his~mind upon a new consti- 
tution. 

His correspondence with Madison and 
Washington threws a bright light upon 
the inner workings of the federalist 
movement. 

Anxious as General Washington had 
been for a stronger government, he was 
not at all sanguine. The A{nNapolis meet- 
ing might possibly lead to something, 
and must therefore be encouraged and 
attended. When the Philadelphia conven- 
tion was ordered he was still in doubt 
as to its results, and not at all confident 
nor inclined to’ commit himself by tak- 
ing part in the proceedings. He had 
publicly declared trat he was done with 
public life; his private business demanded 
his attention; besides, he had the rheuma- 
tism. 

Edmund Randolph, realizing the im- 
méense importance of Washington’s per- 
sonal attendance at the Philadelphia 
meeting, was unceasing in his efforts to 
remove the general's objections—to over- 
come his inertia. 

Even Madison was not sure that Wash- 
ington should identify himself with a 
proceeding whose results were un- 
certain. He rather deprecated the urgent 
zeal with which Randolph insisted. 

“Would it not be well,” writes Madison, 
‘for him” (Washington) “to posépone his 
actual attendance until some jua@gment 
ean be formed of the result of the meet- 
ing? It ought not to be wished by any 
that he should partici- 
in an abortive proceeding.” ,

CHAPTER XXXVI.

To Washington's overwhelming in- 
fluence the success of the Philadelphia 
convention -had been due. Wut the ver- 
dict of Virginia herself was yet to be 
rendered. Whether the new Constitu- 
tion would be accepted by her was ex- 
tremely doubtful. Washington put forth 
all his strength In favor of ratification, 
but did not himself attend his State con- 
vention, 

The brunt of battle was borne by James 
Madison and Edmund Randolph. It 
might be altogether more accurate to 
Say that it was borne by Edmund Ran- 
dolph and James Madison. 

While the Governor had refused to 
Sign at Philadelphia, and while he had 
been extremely reluctant to give the new 
Constitution his support, he had decided 
to do so, and to whichever side Ran- 
dolph went he was a tower of strength. 

lf may that there was some defect 
in Edmund Randolph's character which 
kept him from carrying the weight of 
such men as George Mason and Jamés 
Madison; but any one who will take the 
pains to study impartially the récords 
of that epoch will be pretty sure to reach 
the <Onclusion that, in mental equipment, 
Edmund Randolph equaled any Ameri- 
can of his time. There was a clear pen- 
etrativeness about his mind, a faculty 
for easily mastering the most compli- 
cated questions, a fertility of resource 
in debate, which made up a combination 
possessed by few of his contemporaries. 
When he was in his prime, he was in- 
tellectually a giant. The disgrace whicna 
fell upon him during Washington's ad- 
ministration withered his laurels; other- 
wise it is hard to account for the fact 
that he receives so little credit for the 
victory which the Fedeéralists won over 
Patrick Henry in the Virginia conventio&

Thomas Jefferson was abroad during 
this entire period, and when he learned 
the results of the Philadelphia conven- 
tion he was alarmed and painfully dis- 
appointed. He had thought that the arti- 
oles of confederation needed amendment, 
but he had net favored any such revolu- 
tion as this. There was no bill of rights! 
No safeguards agaist monopoly;’ nothing 
to limit terms of office. The president 
geemed to be a poor edition of a Polish 
king, and he was not certain that the 
good articles in the new constitution 
preponderated oyer the bad.

Had Virginia and New York acted in 
concert, this would have been done, and 
they came very near acting in concert. 
PCunton, the governor of New York, 
falied.to get a letfer in time—a- letter 
mailed in Richmond in December, 1787, 
and which did not reach New York till 
March 7, 178. Then, again, New York's 
reply did mot reach Richmond till two 
| days before the final vote, and lay un- 
opened on the table in the, legislative 
chamber while the great contest. raged 
in another hall! 

Had there been no delay, or trickery, 
with these letters, the two great states 
would have understood each other, would 
have acted in concert, and would have 
compelled amendments which even Ed- 
mund Randéolph thought ought to me 
made. 

While the American colonies had always 
recognized their dependence on the c.o0wn 
and had owed allegiance to the mother 
country, yet they were separate and cis- 
tinct as to each other, and in local mat- 
ters each had exercised acts of sover- 
eignty

admitted; but as to affairs here on this 
continent, self-government was clalmed 
and exercised. The revolutton took place 
when it became clear to the cologies that 
Great “Britain meant to put af end to 
this local self-govefnment. 

After*the Dedfaration of Independence, 
and its ratification by each state, each 
one of the thfrteen colonies most certain- 
ly considered ‘itself a sovereign State. 
The. only bond of union was a common 
cause and a common danger. Their dele- 
gations to the ¢ongresg did not bind them 
to a confederation any more than their 
committees of correspondence had done. 
Their relations one to another were noth- 
ing in the world but a hearty cooperation 
against a common enemy. 

Virginia, for. instance, not only created 
a republic with a ayitten constitution 
(the first on record), but createdeam cur- 
rency, ratified the treaty with France, and 
sent an agent to Europe to contract a 
loan, 

By states, the declaration was adOpted 
in cangress; by states, it was ratified by 
the people. And, since the allegiance to 
Great Britain had been thrown off, there 
was absolutely no bond of union between 
the thirteen states. They had simply 
agreed to confer with each other on mat- 
ters concerning the common cause, ani 
this conference was held through dele- 
gates appointed for the purpose, and the 


mame of congtress—that was all. 

At any time one or more of the states 
could omit to send delegates, and so drop 
out of e conference. It was in the con- 
ference of May, 1775. that the first ‘‘ar- 
ticle of confederation and perpetual 
union” were agreed on in Philadetphia. 

In terms this was a confederacy, call- 
ed “The United Colonies of North 
America.” 

When independence had been declared. 
the word ‘‘colonies* was changed to 
“‘states’’ ty act of congress, 

This confederacy existed until July 7, 
1778, when it was abolished by the com- 
munities which had ma@e it, and which 
had declared that it should be perpet- 
ual. 

Congress put aside the old form and 
adopted a new set of articles of ‘‘Confed- 
eration and Perpetual Union.’’ Again the 
vote was by states in congress, and by 
States on the question of ratification. 

Not until 1781 did aryland come into 
this new confederation. Where had she 
been between 1778 and 1781? What was her 
political status? She was no longer a col- 
ony of Great Britain. She wgs not a 
member of the new confederation: And 
the old confederation had been abolished. 
indcpend- 
ent state, what was she? 

Then, congress orders the convention of 
1787 to revise these articles of confed- 
eration. A new constitdtion is made, in 
violation of instructions. These are sub- 
mitted back to the states, acting as | 
states—separately and in convention, 

The ney government is to go intg ef- 
fect whenever ratified by nine states. 

What right have nine stateg to break 
up the old government? The right of 
partners to draw out of the partnersifip 
business. 

Nine states do ratify—others do not. 

What is the attitude of the new gov- 
ernment to those which have not rati- 
fled? 

The old confederation is destroyed, the 
new government goes on without them— 
those outside are independent states, just 
are independent of the new govern- 
ment. 

When George Washington was elect- 
ed president Rhode Island and North 
Carolina were not In the ‘union. Were 
they still in the old confederation? That 
had been abolished. If not sovereign, in- 
dependent states, to be dealt with as the 
new government would deal with other 
foreign states, what were they? 

At the time the delegates to the con- 
vention of 1787 were disregarding instruc- 
tions and making a new constitution, 
it was uncertain how far their work 
would be approved. In the firat draft of 
the paper the language used was the 
same, dg that which had been used for- 
merly. 

The old articles. of confederation bound 
thirteen colonies by name. 

The Declaration of Independence claim- 
ed the independence of thirteen states 
by name, 

The new articles of confederation bound 
thirteen states by name. 

In the treaty of peace, Great Britain 
recognized the independence of thigteen 
different states by name, and recognized 
the right of each state to deal with the 
estates, rights and properties of British 
subjects in each state. 

The first draft of the constitution of 
1787 used the words, ‘‘We, the people of 
the United States of'’—naming the same 
thirteen states which had been “United 
Colonies.”” But inasmuch as no pne 
could tell which of the states might 
ratify, it was decided to leave off the 
names, The reason was of the simplest 
and the best; delegates could not,possibly 
know in ativance what states would agree 


Yet upen this failure to name in ad- 
vance the ;states which would adopt the 
new government in place,,of the old 
Danie]. Webster built up a great con- 
stitutionaél argument. 

To each state it was a matter of 
choice whether to go into the new ar- 
rangement or to stay out; and the peo- 
ple, except as they constituted the sep- 
arate states, had nothing whatever to 
do with it, 

The very delegates who made the con- 
stitution and signed it used the same 
form of signature by states which had 
been in use all the time. Nowhere was 
there the slightest indleation that any- 
thing was contemplated save a compact 
between states. 

CHAPTER XXXVII 

Mr. Jefferson had not reached Monti- 
cello before he recelveq from President 
Washington a pressing invitation to en- 
ter the cabinet as secretary of state. 
Had he been free to choose the service 
he liked best he would Wave returned to 
France. Yielding to the pressure brought 
to bear, he consented to accept the cabi- 
net positfon, and tn March, 1790, entered 
upon the discharge of its duties. 

In view of the faet that antagonisms 
were to spring up: during this first ad- 
ministration, .which wefe destined - to 
leave the republic into two great divisions 
politically, it is a great pity that Mr. 
Jefferson was so late in reaching the 
field. He did not get a fair start.

treasury; and this statesman had 60 
much force of character, so clear a, con- 
ception of what he wanted to do, such 
strength of will,.energy of Intellect, and 
such skill im managing men, that he 
had well-nigh finéshed his ta#k, won hi» 
race, befory Jefferson entered the con- 
test. 

Hamilten’s great purpose was to create 
a strong government, one which would 
travel’ on its dwn legs without depend- 
er.ce upon the states. Into the bands ‘oi 
the centra] power he wished to draw the 
attributes of national’ sovereignty—con- 
solidating the union. To give it, perma- 
rence and predominance, he wished to 
bottom it upon the support, of the rich; 
and to win this support he mean{ to 
run the government in their favor. He 
had no faith in the people, Wag in no 
sense a man of the people. Eng@and was 
his model. He believed that the British 
constitution was the most perfect the 
werid had ever known. As far as pos 
sible, he wished ours to resemble that. 
The president could easily be made to 
wield a greater power than a king—tho 
sixty-eighth number of The Federalis* 
to the contrary notwithstanding. The 
senate, judiciously nursed, might come to 
be the American house of lorda ~The 
house of representatives could be con- 
trolled, as the British house of com- 
mons was, by class interest. 

The constitution forbade the creation 
of a peerage; but, after all, a peerage 
is but a privileged clags, elevated by Aw 
or custom above the vulgar, indiscrimi- 
nate herd. What had been done by law 
or custom in all the governments of the 
%l4 world could be done in the new. We 
might not call a citizen duke, count, lord 
or marquis, but that was a smal] matter. 
The gist of the thing was to create the 
privileged class. This having been done, 
the good results would soon follow here, 
as in the old world. The government hav- 
ing made its eombination with the rich, 
could rely wpon the support of the rich; 
and the rich would be here what they 
were clsewhere in the modern worlkd—the 
strong. 

Class rule could not be based here on 
the land monopoly, as in England, or upon 
monopoly of dignities and outrageous 
fethial privileges, as had been done in 
France, 

But it could pe done, nevertheless. 

Give to the manufacturing clase the 
right to tax the communtty for their own 
benefit’ give to the speculators a direct 
connection with the national treasury; 
create a natiomal bank, whereby a fow 
capitalists should enjoy the enormous 
sovereign power of controlling fhe cur- 
rency of the nation, Let these things 
be done, and out of these germs would 
grow a modern feudalism, a financial 
aristocracy, which might one day laugh 
to scorn the wealth of hereditary dukes, 
trample upon the feelings of the rights 
of the unprivileged citizen with all the 
eontemptuous indifference of a marquis 
of the old regime and dominate courts, 


legislatures and cabinets as few orders | 


of nobility bave ever dared to do. 

“The people! Why, the people is a 
great beast!’ cried Hamilton, meaning 
of course al of the human race who had 
not risen above the common herd. Greater 
scorn for the commen herd few mortals 
have had than Alexander Hamilton, 

No! He could not create Such an ars- 
tocracy as that of France or England 
but yet aristocracy coul be created, Let 
the laws discriminate between man and 
man, class and class; throw 4@ll of the 
power of the government to the aid of One 
class, and against the other, and the re- 
sult would be class rule. And what is 
aristocracy but the rule of a class? 

Let the English system of class legisia- 
tion be introduced into the framework 
of the American republic, and the inevit- 
able result become just what England's 
was, in all essemtial respects. A financial 
aristocracy would arise out of govern- 
ment privileges and discriminations. 
Having sprung into life by reagon of leg- 
islative favoritism, the contin of 
class legislation would be a mmtter of 
self-preservation to them. Thus they 
would depend on government for exist- 
ence, they would identify themselves 
with the government, they would sustain 
it in order to sustain their own advant- 
ages, and thus there would be in America 
what there was in the old world—a co- 
partnership between government and priv. 
ilege. In this way the interest of the 
moneyed class and the government would 
become identical. Revolt against the 
dominant class would become treason to 
the government. Patriotism would mean 
love of class rule—for class rule and 
government would have become synony- 
mous. Thus entrenched behind the safe- 
guards of law and of love, who could ever 
touch a hair of ite head? 

As the priesthood cannot be assailed 
without raising an outcry that God is 
being attacked, so the rule of the /priv- 
lleged class could never be threatened 
without provoking the charge that the 
government was endangered. 

In the constitutional convention El- 
bridge Gerry, of Massachusetts, had said: 

“All the evila we experience flow 
from excess of democracy.”’ 

Washington had thought that common 
soldiers should serve their country for 
their victuals and clothes. Only the offi- 
cers should be paid. He regretted that 
the law did not allow him to lay 500 lashes 
upon the back of the common soldier who 
broke rules. One hundred lashes, the 
legal limit, was not enough. ' 

This wag. the spitit of the leading men 
who threw aside the old confederation and 
It ig all a 
mistake to gay that they meant to estab- 
lish a rule of the people. On the con- 
trary, they meant to make it impossible 
for the people to control the government, 

In pursuance of this idea they exhausted 
their ingenuity to kéep the election of 
presidents from the direct vote of the 
masses. They meant that the electoral 
colleges should choose independently of 
the people. They*tmeant that the senate 
should be outside the contro] of the peo- 
ple. 

And they méant that the judiciary 
should be absolutely independent of the 
people. 

Men whose purpose it is to establish 4 
democracy, a government, of the peopie, 
for thé people, and by. thé people, do not 
go about it in that way 

But men whose determination it is to 
create®.a centralized government in which 
the form of democracy is preserved, whiie

to the purpose than the constitution of * 


the United States.

He had hardly taken off his hat~-and 
settled himself in his office befare he be- 
gan to write laws to please the rich, to 
enlist the rich, to additionally enrich the 
rich.

great mags of the people in the interest of 
a special class. Naturally he expected 
this class, if not already the richest, to 
become so by operation of law; and as 
the law was the source of their fortune, 
he expected the creature to revere the 
creator. 

Pennsylvania had already set the ex- 


the bewefit ef a class. Her tariff act of 
1785, copied from English precedent, had 
already shown what-a demand there was 
for class legislation; and Mr. Hamilton, 
living in a commercial center like New 
York, was far too shrewd to underrate its 
strength, Hie position on funding and on 
the Assuraption of the state debts by the 
national government drew to him every 
speeulator in the land who dabpled in 
script er hungered for bonds. 

His nationa} bank measure not only fas- 
cinated the capitalists of the cities, but 
giaddene@ the hearts of anti-democrats 
everywhere, for it was the first great stp 
forward in the boundless region of im- 
plied powers. 

Juggling with the two phases “Gen- 
eral Welfare” and “implied powers,”’ he 
made blank paper of the constitution. 
If those words meant al! he claimed, it 
had been a folly to waste time -writing 
the rest of the instrument. 

Had Jeffer8in received his appointment 
at the same time as Hamilton, if the con- 
test between the two had begun with a 
fair start, it is possible that even then 
the impetuosity and daring of Hamilton 
might have prevailed. There were many 
resources at his command, many a per- 
gsuasive inducement by which he could 
reach the wavering congressman, And 
as Hamilton openly avowed his belief 
that corruption was a necessary engine 
in government, he would no doubt have 
corrupted all who were approachable. 
At any rate, Jefferson came too late. 
Hamilton’s plans were al] under- headway. 
Some of them had been adopted. The 
president and the congress had already 
formed the habit of doing as Hamilton 
advised. His cohorts had been mar- 
shaled, organized, and fed on victory. 
To defeat him now would be doubly dif- 
ficult. Hamilton had called a lobby into 
existence; and this uncrowned monarch 
was dictating legislation, 

Not realizing the trend of Hamilton's 
measures, Mr. Jefferson did not at once 
make any opposition. On the contrary, 
he allowed himself to be drawn into 
Hamilton’s plans. There was a dead- 
lock in congress on the subject assump- 
tion and of the location of the national 
capital. 

Southern men wanted the federal city 
built in the south, and did not want 
assumption. Northern men claimed the 
federal city, but also wanted assumption. 

Here was a chance to log-roll. Jeffer- 
son was made to believe that the gov- 
ernment was in danger of going to pieces 
over this dispute; and, beine appealed 
to by Hamilton, he agreed to use his 
influence to effect a compromise. 

There was a diygner, a coming together 
of southern members and northern mem- 
bers, a sociable sipping of generous wine. 
a hasking in the beams of Jeffersonian 
hospitality, a thawing out of frozen ge- 
niality,  n@ the birth of a healthy desire 
to come to terms, 

The south gave assumption to the 
north; the north gave the federal capital 
to the south. So the crisis passed: and 
Mr. Jefferson felt rewarded for his trou- 
ble in the belief that he had helped to 
save the union. 

Afterward, when he looked back at 
this episode. his serene temper was sore- 
ly tried, for it dawned upon him that he 
had been egregiously duped by Hamil- 
ton.

General Knox, 
secretary of war, sided with Hamilton, as 
he apparently woyld have done on any 
proposition whatever. 

The president was in doubt, but finally 
signed the bill. 


Thus Hamiltay’s policies had been auc- 
cessful. His system was complete, and 
was im operation. Time would ripen the 
harvest. His funding system had created 
a class whith would stand upon a dif- 
ferent footing from all others. It would 
own a mortgage upon the government 
upon the whole union. To the extent of 
this mortgage, it would pay no taxes. On 
the contrary, it would fatten upon the 
taxes of others. If to the !ndividual 
citizen debt is bondage, giving to the 
creditor moral and legal power over the 
man who owes him, the public debt, by 
operation of thé sqgme principle, would 
put the government under the influence 
of those who held the mortgage on it. 
The public debt being thus an immense 
advantage to the class which owned it, 
would never be paid. §Self-interest would 
make it permanent, and keep it grow- 
ing. 

Just as, in England, the moneyed class 
who had bought up the debt, and who 
Sat back at ease living off the taxes 
paid by the great mass of the people, 
constituted a money power whose in- 
fluence with the government kept the 
debt unpaid and increased it as far as 
was safe, so in America, the tree being 
planted, nothing was necessary but to 
tend it—the fruit would inevitably be 
the same. The owners of the public debt, 
exempted from taxation and enriched by 
the taxes of others; the manufacturers, 
exempted from foreign competition, at 
the expense of the nation at large; the 
national banker, enjoying the vast ad- 
vantage of controlling the currency of 
the nation; while, at the same time, 
American labor was made subject to 
the competition of the world by liberal 
immigration laws, and American agri- 
culture made to compete with ryots of 
India, the fellahs of Eeypt, the serfs 
of Europe, the peons of Mexico, and 
non-paid labor generally—what better 
foundation for Inequality could be laid? 


Wealth might fabulously Increase. but 
there would be no just distribution. 
Power might amazingly develop, but 
there would be no equilibrium. Progress 
might smash all records, but {t would 
not be general. 


Everything depends upon the point of 
view. If it be right to mm a govern- 
ment in the interest of a selected claas: 
if it be right to allow the privileged to 
use the machinery of legislation to plund- 
er the wunprivileged; if it be right to 
make the corruption of trusted agents an 
ircident to the government of the prin- 
cipals, then Alexander Hamilton desegyes 
high rank among statesmen and a loy- 
ing remembrance with posterity. For 
it was he who first arranged the coali- 
tion between the nationa] treasury and 
the money power: it was he who com- 
mitted the government to the policy of 
taxing one industry to build up another; 
he who surrendered to a favored class 
the sovereign prerogative of creating. a 
currency; he twho first used corrupt 
practices to secure legislation. 

As surely as harvest ts due to sower. 
Alexander Hamilton was the father of 
Tlutocracy, the trust, and the Icbby. 

“The people are a great beast.’ said 
the apostle: and one of his disciples 
exclaimed, “The public be damned!" 

The spirit of the two expressions is 
precisely the same; and the favored, pra-

Statute, but Was the Result of 
a Lack of Judgment on 
Allagood’s Part—The

Deputy Warden Allagood has tendered 
his resignation as official in charge of the 
prison farm at Milledgeville, and that 
resignation has been accepted by the 
pfison commission. ~ - 

This resignation comes, of course, as 
the result of the whipping of Mamie De 
Cris. Allagood will remaip at the prison 
farm only yntil his successor can be se- 
lected. 

The official announcement of the resig- 
nation is found in the report of the com- 
mission upon the De Cris case, made 
public late yesterday afternoon. This 
report embraces a calm, dispassionate 
review of the case, taken from the testi- 
mony submitted by all those having’ 
Knowledge of the affair, as taken by 
Rtate Warden Moore upon his investiga- 
tion at the farm, and the conclusions 
of the commission from thig testimony. 

From this it would appear that Alla- 


3 , s00d has been an excellent official, that 


his personal character is above reproach. 
that he acted within his authority in 
inflicting this sort of punishment upon 
any convict; but read between the lines, 
it is evident the commission is of the 
opinion that he lacks the judgment and 
discretion which an official in his position 
should possess, and that with the De Cris 
whipping, his days of usefulness at the 
farm have come to an end. 

It is worthy of special note that the 
commission expresses its conviction that 
the charge made by Miss De Cris—that 
Warden Allagood was guilty of im- 
proper relations with other female con- 
victs, white and black, and that she 
Waa whipped because she had rejected 
improper advances toward her—is ‘‘abso- 
hutely false, unfounded and malicious.”’ 
That the warden was ied to punish the 
woman because of extreme aggravation is 
Plainivy the opinion of the commission. 

The report makes it clear that such 
punishment is, in express words, author- 
ized by the statutes and that the com- 
mission has had no occasion 
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fore to rule against it, but the members | 


of that body conclude that this par- 


ticular punishment wags “‘an error on the 
part of the excéllent warden,” who, recog- 
nizing that his usefulness may have been 
impaired ‘‘by reason of the 
which has been created against him by 
gross misgrepresentation of the facts of 
the case,’’ has voluntarily tendered his 
resignation. 

The last paragraph of the commission's 
report will be taken as an indication of 
the pyrpose of that body to issue such 
orders or rules as will make a repeii- 
tion of the De Cris scandal an impossi- 
bility. 

No successor to Deputy Warden Alla- 
good has as yet been chosen. Several 
applications have been filed with the 
commission in anticipation of a vacancy. 
but no sélection will be made until the 
qualifications of the different applicants, 
and those others who may be suggest- 
ed, have been fully examined into. 

The full text of the commission's find- 
ings is as follows: 

Atianta, Ga., August 15, 193.—In re, 
Mamie DeCris, Investigation of Her 
Whipping: After a thorough, patient and 
dispassionate review of the testimony, 
publicly taken by State Warden J. C. 
dioore and reported by the stenographer 
employed for that purpose, of every wit- 
ness who professed to know any fact 
connected therewith, or who was thought 
to be able to throw any light upon the 
above stated matter, the prison commis- 
gion has reached the following conclu- 
sions: 

1. The conduct of the convict, which 
led up to, and was the cause of the pun- 
ishmeént, was aggravated, tending to ser- 
ously impair the discipline of the prison. 
lier previous ‘treatment by the deputy 
watden, and his wife, the matron in 
eharge, had been considerate, manifested 
in Mmuny Ways, and so noted as to arous2 
the énvy of almost every inmate of the 
prison. Her clothes were better made, 
and laun@ered with those of the matron 
and her family; she ate from the ma- 
tron’s kitchen and was supplied with 
délicacies Which were not furnished the 
oo convicts; her work was pleasant 
arid light compared with that required 
of others, who were no stronger physic- 
any, than herself.

SLEEPING MIF 


He Then Goes to Cemetery 
and Kils Himself 


Mrs. Evans, the Victim, a Society 
Woman of Kansas City—Witfe’s 
Suit for Divorce Respon- 
sible for the Bloody 
Tragedy. 


Kansas City, August 15.—George . B. 
Evans, manager of the American Trans- 
fer Company, murdered his wife, Mrs. 
Lillle Maude Evans, at their home in the 
southern portion of the city, early today. 
Later he was found dead in St. Mary 
cemetery, 2 miles distant, having shot 
himself. Mrs. Evans was attacked as she 
lay asleep. ‘ 

According to a servant girl, the only 
witness to the tragedy, Evans entered 
his wife’s apartments at about daylight 
and fired two shots at her. Neither took 
effect, and then, dragging Mrs. Evans 
toward him by the hair, he deliberately 
placed his revolver against the, back of 
her neck and fired. The shot literally 
blew the woman’s head off. In the dim 
light the servant was unable to recognize 
the murderer positively as Evans, but in- 
formed the police when the alarm was 
given that she believed she recognized the 
voice as his," 

E.vans escaped and his body was found 
only after sgveral hours’ search. 

Feared Her Husband. 

Mrs. Evans had feared that her hus- 
band would kill her, and had talked of 
her fears last night. She locked the door 
of her room when she retired, but by 
a strange fatality unfastened it during 
the night to gain some fresh air. Evans 
entered the house through the pantry 
window, near which his umbrella was 
found today, and apparently went direct- 
ly to his wife’s room. 

Miss Bettie Burns, a neighbor, slept 
with Mrs. Evans, and narrowly escaped 
being struck by the bullets fired at the 
latter. Miss Burns awoke dazed, aroused 
by the shots fired in quick succession 
and a scream from Mrs. Evans, who ex- 
pired at once without a struggle. Miss 
Burns climbed over the dead body and 
saw Evans standing in the center of the 
room. He remained a moment as if spell- 
bound, then hastily left, cursing as he 
went. In the confusion that ensued he 
left the house unnoticed 

Mrs. Evans, who was 26 years old, was 
a society woman. She married Evans in 
1898. Last Wednesday she filed suit for 
divorce, alleging drunkenness and cruelty, 
and at the same time brought suit de- 
manding that her husband pay $800 for 
rent of the barn occupied by the com- 
pany of which he was manager. The 
property, Mrs. Evans asserted, belonged 
to her, and in addition, she asked an or- 
der restraining Evans from disposing of 
two valuable race horses and other prop- 
erty which she said also belonged to her. 

She Once Defied Strikers. 

Mrs. Evans attracted much attention 
last March curing the teamsters’ strike 
by driving one of her husband's transfer 
wagons which the regular driver refused 
to take out of the barns for fear of 
violence at the hands of the strikers. 
Evans made several trips, perched 
on the seat of a big truck, between her 
nusband’s barns and the freight houses. 
driving fearlessly through crowds of 
jeering strikers. Once when some of th? 
strikers tried to cut the horses’ traces 
she lashed the men with her whip and 
proceeded without being further molested. 

Two years ago Mrs. Evans also gained 
some ntoriety by horsewhipping a man 
who had attempted to flirt with her. 

Evans was born in Kentucky, thirty- 
eight years ago, and his father was 
sheriff of Breathitt county. The elder 
Kvans was himself shot and killed as 
the result of a feud. Evans had Hved in 
Kansas City for many years, and is said 
to have been married twice before. He 
married Lillie Maud Perry, the 16-year-old 
daughter of Mrs. E. C. Perry, a widow of 
Argentine, Kans., against the latter's 
wishes. '

If there was « trital dispute, Stev- 
enson was called as ..e arbitrator, if there 
was a peace-making Stevenson must join 
them in their rejoici.i.g. 

So it happened that the fair American 
girl came to know the intimate life of the 
natives, to learn their language and to sym- 
pathize with their personal lives. She sat 


with them at their tropical feasts of fruits 
and pigs and cocoanut wine, she discussed 
their welfare and the affairs of government, 
till gradually they grew toregard her asa 
being greater and superior to themselves, 
but still one of them.

Editor of The World Proposes for an 
Advisory Board To Take Charge 
of the Gift and Devise 
Course of Instruc- 
tion. 


New York, August 15.—Joseph Pulitzer 
has provided the sum of $2,000,000 to es- 
tablish a school of journalism at Colum- 
bia university, this city. A new build- 
ing for the school will be erected on 
Morningside heights at a cost of $500,000 
for the school which will hold toward ths 
university a relation similar to that of 
the other professional] schools, as the 
law school, the school of medicine’ and 
the school of mines, and like them will 
be national in scope. An important fea- 
ture of the organization of this school 
wil] be an advisory board, to be nom- 
inated by the doner. This board will aid 
in devising a plan and course of instruc- 
tion that will meet every requirement 
on the scholastic as well as upon the 
more strictly practical side. 

Seven members of this advisory board 
have already been designated by the 
doner, and with others to be selected 
hereafter, will be nominated to the trus- 
tees of Columbia university at their meet- 
ing in October. 

They are Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of Columbia university, ex- 
officio; Hon. Whitelaw Reid, Hon. John 
Hay, secretary of state; Hon. St. Clair. 
McKelway, Hon. Andrew D, White, Vic- 
-tor F. Lawson, of Chicago; General 
Charlies H. Taylor, of Boston; Charlies W. 
Eliot, president of Harvard university. 


Object of the Gift. 

In making announcement of Mr. Pulit- 
zer’s gift, Ihe World tomorrow will say: 

“Students purposing to enter upon the 
career of journalism will find accessible 
here courses of study that will for his 
profession be equivalent to what other 
professional schools supply for other pro- 
fessions, while young imen already en- 
gaged upon the newspaper and desiring 
to advance themselves more rapidly by 
the cultivation of their aptitude may find 
in these courses a valuable assistance. 

“at is belleved that this will be an 
advantage to them immediately and ulti- 
mately to the press of the whole coun- 
try. In every other pursuit where men 
are under an equal moral responsibility 
to the public for the proper discharge of 
their duties they are prepared fur those 
duties by years of careful and conscien- 
“ous study, but the newspaper men, who 
are in many directions, the informers and 
teachers of the people, the exponents, and 
to a degree the makers of that public 
-ppinion which rules communities and 
governs states and the nation, have hith- 
erto received no special] preparatiom for 
their delicate and important duties. 

“At the time of tho last census there 
were in the United States 114,073 lawyers 
and 80,098 persons classed as journalists. 
The legal profession was provided with 
ggratnea recruits by 100 law schools with 

1,106 professors and instructors. For a 
fair proportion there should have been at 
least 26 colleges of journalism, with fac- 
ulties 291 strong. There was not one: 
Not a @ingle one of the 30,098 newsparers 
men and women in the country had en- 
joyed what a lawyer would call a sys- 
tematic professional training. * 

“It ie hoped and believed that the school 
of journalism will put this profession 
upon a icvel with others in supplying a 
definite course for students, and in afford- 
ing the newspapers an opportunity to 
recruit their staff from men adequately 
prepared for the duties of that servce. 


Bases of Instruction. 


“In considering a professional course 
for newspaper men the inquiry wil] ob 
viously arise, what are the bases of this 
instruction; what will you teach? 

“President Eliot, of Harvard university. 
one of the foremost educational authori- 
ties, having been requested to make a 
Suggestion upon this subject, submitted 


the following as an outline for a practical . 


echeme: 

“Newspaper Administration—The organ- 
ization of a newspaper office, functions 
of the publisher, circulation department, 
advertising department, editorial and rep- 
ortorial departments, the financing of a 
newspaper, local, out of tow nand for- 
eign news service, editorial, literary, 
financial, sporting and other departments. 
(The method of carrying on some or all 
of these departments would probably be 
the subjct not only of a general survey 
under the heading of administration, but 
of detailed exposition and training in sep- 
erate courses.) 

“Newspaper Manufactyres — Printing 
press, inks, paper, electrotyping and ster- 
eotyping processes, type composition, type 
getting and type casting machines, pro- 
cesses for reproducing illustrations, fold- 
ing, binding and mailing devices. 

“The Law of Journalism—Copyright, 
libel, including civil, criminal and sedi- 
tious libel; rights and duties of the press 
in reporting judicial proceedings, liabili- 
ties of publisher, editor, reporter and con- 
tributors. 


“Ethics of Journalism—Proper sense of | 


of newspaper writers; to what extent 
should the opinions of the editor or 
owner of a newspaper affect its presenta- 
tion of news, relations of publisher, edi- 
tors and reporters as regards freedom of 
opinion. 

History of Journalism. 

“History of Journalism—Freedom of 
the press, etc. 

“The Literary Form of Newspapers— 
Approved usages In punctuation, spelling, 
abbreviations, typography, etc: 

“Reinforcement of Editing Departments 
of Instrdction—For the benefit of students 
of journalism. In English reporting of 
news, news letters, reviews, paragraph 
writing, editorial writing, in 
emphasis on geography.

"The bullding for the school will be 
probably completed by the autumn of 
194, and it is hoped that the schoo] may 


“be opened soon after. The course of study 


will be two years.. Candidates will be ad- 
mitted upon an examination as to good 
character and intelligence, but previous 
collegiate courses wil not be required.”

Winfield, Kan., August 15.—Seven per- 
sons are now dead as a result of the 
maniacal deed of Gilbert Twigg, who fired 
into the crowd at a band concert here 
on Thursday night. Twigg and three of 
his victims died within a short time. 
Those who have. since succumbed are 
Port Smith, Dawson Billitir and Roy Da- 
vis, a boy. 

Elmer Farnsworth and Otis Carter are 
dying, while claud Reed, Charles Thomas 
and James Clarkson are in a critical con- 
dition. A score of others are badly hurt. 

A letter has been found among the ef- 
fects of Twigg which indicates that he 
planned the masacre some days ago. He 
wrote that he had harmed no man and 
had never violated the laws of his coun- 
try and that the déed he was about to 
perpetrate was for the purpose of ‘‘get- 
ting even” with those who had shunned 
him and interested themselves unneces- 
sarily in his affairs. He expressed regret 
that he did not settle his account with 
Lieutenant Myron C. Bowdish and Con- 
tract Surgeon O. W. Woods, of the Unit- 
ed States army, against whom he ap- 
pears to have had a grievanca.

Jim Johnson, a large burly negro, wae 
standing in Mrs. Luther’s room attired in 
his night elothes. Whén accosted he made 
a Creak for liberty. 

He was seized by Mr. Luther and a 
fierce and terrible struggle ensued. The 
negro dragged Mr. Luther to the door 
and unbolted it. When they reached the 
veranda they were joined by George, son 
of Mr. Luther. Mr. lLwthern lost his 
balance and fell. Then the negro knock- 
ed George to the floor and tried to make 
his escape. While lyirg on the floor Mr. 
Luther chught the negro by the leg and 
held to it with bulldog tenacity. This 
caused the negro to fall on George, who 
was also lying on the floor. George fas- 
tened both his arms around the negro. 
The negro retaliated by using his teeth 
on George. He bit him badly on the 
arms and shoulders. George shouted to 
his father that the negro was bitiing him.

TEXAS TURNS * 
TO IRRIGATION 


Over 200,000 Acres Are 
Made Productive by 
the System, 


Washington, August 15.—According to a 
bulletin issued by the census bureau to- 
day, there are 226,26 aerée@ of land under 
irrigation in the state of. Texas. The 
system includes 1,0% miles of eanal and 
cost $5,191,815. The widest application of 
the system has been made in connection 
with the rice industry. : 

- The Irrigated rice piantations number 
557, with an acreage of 170,39. In this 
connection tle report says: 

“While all the rice systems did not 
prove successful in 1902, the faflures of 
the most part are not without remedy. 
Larger experience and better. knowledge 
of soil and crop requirements wil] ob- 
viate their recurrence, and the industry, 
which within a year has~ grown large 
enough to make the importation of rice 
no longer necessary, will doubtless expand 
until rice will become an important ex- 
port.”’ 

It is also stated that Texas now ranks 
second among the states in the utilization 
of underground waters for irrigation. The 
development of this source of water sup- 
ply has been large in the Pan Handle, the 
Llano, Estacado, Edwards plateau and 
other sections which are without surficial 
waters. Flowing wells are being brought 
into general use in many parts of the 
rice belt. In 1908 650 wells were operated 
to irrigate 20,219 acres. The cost of these 
plants was $242,153, and the value of 
the irrigated products more than double 
that amount.

Another Great Flood Is Feared 
at Kansas. City 


Traffic Between the Two Cities Sus- 
pended, as. the Temporary 
Bridges Are Perilous Owing

Kansas City, Mo., August 15.—Traffic 
between the two Kansas Citles {fs prac- 
tically suspended today, all the temporary 
pile Dridges érected after the great flood 
in June having been endangered by a rise 
in the Kansas river. The river has been 
causing more or less trouble for the 
past two weeks, the result of continuous 
heavy rains ‘west of Kansas City. Fol- 
lowing last night's heavy rainfall the 
river rose a foot. It continues to rise 
rapidly today, and it is predicted that it 
will go 4 feet higher before the waters 
finally spread and the river begins to 
subside. At Armourddle, which was 
wiped out in the June flood, the river is 
14 feet above low-water mark and 7 feet 
higher than’ the lowest mark recorded 
since June: It will have to go 15 feet 
higher, however, to reach the town prop- 
er, and the only damage posgible isto the 
bridges. The current is so swift tha. 
row-boats can hardly live in it.

BULLETS FLY 
DY HUNDREDS 


Battle Between Strikers and 
the Hon-Union Men, 


One Thousand Shots Were Fired but 
Only Two Men Known To Be 
Wounded—Battle Occurred 
in West Vir- 
ginia 


Wheeling, W. Va., August 16.—From 9 
o'clock last night until 1 o’clack thts 
(Sunday) morning, the streets of Ben- 
wood were the scene of a wild riot. The 
Striking machinists and the non-union 
men who replaced them at the Riverside 
plant of the National Tube Company 
clashéd and many shots were exchanged. 
For four hours an indiscriminate battle 
raged between the two forces. 

Although 1,000 shots were fired, but 
two men were, known to be wounded by 
the flying bullets. 

Clay Hooper, a passer-by, was struck 
in the left knee and anather man was 
wounded in the leg. He was quickly 
carried off by the strikers and his name 
could not be learned. 

The beginning of the hostilities assert- 
ed: itself at about 5 o'clock, when an 
aged man was set upon and badly beaten 
by a crowd of strikers. He was badly 
cut and bruised about the head and 
shoulders, and is in a serious condition. 
This was followed by two other assaults 
upon non-union men, who were terribly 
beaten, on their way home from work. 
The non-union men then armed them- 
selves and battle lineg were drawn.

Five Negro Boys Enter Operating 
Room To Practice Telegraphy, 
and Whites Force Lads’ 
Removal by Threaten- 
ing To Strike. 


Chicago, Ills., August 15.—(Special.)— 
‘Five little negro boys, who. looked per- 
fectly harmless,, almost precipitated a 
strike in the ogerating rooms of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company today. 

With the permission of the company 
officials, the lads, who are employed as 
messengers, entered the operating room 
of the city Hne department, bent upon 
practicing telegraphy. 

White men cut short their work, and 
rising in their seats, scowled and shook 
their fists at the preoccupied youths. 
Half a hundred young women operators 
lifted their eyebrows in polite amaze- 
ment and several started for the cloak 
room to go home. For twenty minutes 
the storm gathered force. Then a crowd 
of indignant operators left their instru- 
ments as by common impulse and con- 
fronted Chief Operator L. K. Whitcomp 

“What does the company mean Fh, al- 
lowing negroes to operate keys ulongside 
of white folks?’ they demea.uded. 

“They are just kids.”” Mr. Whitcomb 
is said to have re*,iled. “‘They are sim- 
ply practicing, as it is customary for 
messenger “oys to do. They won't be 
here long. Go back to work.” 

But the operators did not go back to 

rk. They had mapped out their line 
of campaign, and had burned thelr 
bridges. ‘ 

“Put those negroes out of here in five 
minutes, or every operator in the depart- 
ment will leave his key and walk out,”’ 
they said. 

Realizing the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, Mr. Whitcomb went to the boys 
and informing them quietly that the white 
operators objected to their presence, told 
them to leave.

‘Raleigh, .N. C., August 15.—(Special.)— 
The United States commissioner here is 
unearthing a gang of Illicit whisky dis- 
tillers in the northern part of this county, 
and in part of one or two adjoing coun- 
ties. Jt ig said ‘wenty-five men are mem- 
bers of this oath-bound band and that 
the man who administered the oath and 
is the head of the gang is an ex-convict, 
who escaped from the penitentiary at 
Nashville several years ago, returned and 
has been ‘n hiding. A score of attempts 
to capture this man have been made 
and one night this week officers got 
within a hundred yards of him, but he 
was given the tip and escaped. One of 
his gang was captured and is in Jail 
here. The latter did a strange thing. He 
operated an illicit distillery and went 
to the officers.a few days ago and gave 
information about its location. They did 
not know it was his and seized it, and 
he confesses its ownership, but gives no 
reason for telling its location. It is said 
there are as many Illicit distilleries 
around Pocomoke as tn any scction of this 
state,

Errors, grammatical and otherwise, are 
to be found galore in the acts turned 
out at a gession of the legislature, and 
those that will g6 on the statute books 
as the result of the wérk of the recent 
session ‘are no exception.

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age. ®ortunately, however, these were 
principally typographical errors and 
could be corrected by the enrolling com- 
mittee, or by the copying clerks at that 
committee's direction. 

But neither the enrolling committee nor 
anybody else ts empowered to correct a 
grammatical error or any other kind of 
an error except the misspelling of a word 
Or a simple typogrpahical error, once a 
bill has been passed. Such erors made by 
the legislature must stand until the legis- 
lature itself sees fit to correct them, and 
it never does unless the purport and in- 
tent of the law is involved. The result 
is many mistakes are found in the laws, 
some of them quite ludicrous. 

For instance, in preparing a bill for 
the sigantuye of the governor the other 
day, a local bill, a feature was found 
which empowered the council of the town 
whese charter was involved, “‘to grant 
lincenses for the sale of Nquors and all 
Qther trades and  agecupations.”’ An 
amendment owas offered and. carried 
striking out the word “liquors,” so that 
the clause, when amended, read, ‘‘to grant 
licenses for the sale of and all other 
trades and occupations.” There its no 
authority given any one to remove the 
word tangle thus left in the bill, and the 
town authorities will doubtless wonder 
what was the matter with the legislature 
when they come to figure out their pow- 
ers under the new charter. 

This is only one of many similar in- 
stances in which amendments are adopt- 
ed not 2sording with the wording of the 
bill, and ludicrous errors are the result. 
The use of a plural noun with a singular 
verb is one of the most frequent errors 
found in legislative measues, while the 
split infinitive will be found in almost 
every paragraph. In fact, this is an error 
eommon to the rules of both house and 
senate, for a member my frequently be 
heard to quote from them in mgking the 
motion ‘to indefinitely. postpone.’ 

To save time, if anything shguld ever 
be done toward preventing the multipli- 
cation of errors in legislative measures, 
a committes would have to put in shape 
all measures before they were passed by 
either house; because once passed the 
clerks must copy them with all possible 
haste to get them ready for the other 
house of for the governor, as the case 
may be.

But such has not been the case. The 
events at the vatican, for the past two 
weeks have held public attention more 
profoundly than has any event fn recent 
years; the death of President McKinley 
excepted. Every newspaper published 
has contained columns concerning the 
probable candidates for the papacy, their 
influence and abilities, as well as pages 
concerning the late pope. 

At no time since the fall of the papacy 
as a temporal power has ft stood before 
the world so prominently as today, and 
!at no time has less hostility and greater 
affection for this institution been @hown 
by all nations than now—this in spite of 
the many influences which naturally 
have worked against the popularity of 
an institution so totally opposed to the 
spirtt of agnosticism and commercialism 
which is supposed to dominate every- 
thing today. The papacy, as a religious 
institution, has kept to a remarkable de- 
gree the unique position which it en- 
joyed before the rise of Protestantism. 
So much in reference to the papacy, 
but now to consider the pope himself. 

Of course, a gré@at deal of the interest 
taken in Leo XIII by the people of.all 
creeds has been due to his peculiar per- 
s0najlity. his marvePus pliysical force, 
und the mysticism which surrounds the 
incumbent of any great office. The world 
was profoundly moved by the death ot 
Queen Victoria and by the demise of 
‘Gladstone—true, both personages whose 
personal attributes had endeared them to 
the world at large, but whose chief daim 
upon ovr interest lay in the political and 
temporal power they wielded. In this 
case the public eye has been focused on 
an old man, practically the prisoner of 
the Italian king, and exerting nq direct 
political pewer, but whose sanctity and 
benevolence have excited our admiration 
and interest, principally because he was 
the pope. For the first time since the 
death of Pius IX it is forced upon our 
attention that the papacy still holds one 
of the most prominent places in the 


world’s affairs.

A New Rubber Plant. 


Denver Post: Rubber is to be one of the 
great industries of Colorado unless C. M. 
Fueller, a well-known chemist of Denver, 
is very much mistaken. He has been ex- 
perimenting with a desert land plant 
known to botanists as the Actenalla Rich- 
ardsoni and declares it will yleld from 
23 to 26 per cent of fine rubber. 

So promising is the outlook that the 
big Goodrich Rubber Compafiy is invest!- 
gatig the plant and keeping a close watch 
on the experiments. 

The plant Is of the sage brush variety 
and grows wild in Colorado desert lands, 
even at the altitude of 7,000 feet. There 
are seven different varieties and all are 
found in this. state. In Colorado it does 
not attain the height of 6 feet that it 
does In New Mexico and Arizona, but it 
is more indigenous to this state than to 
the. southern territories. If Mr. Fueller’s 
experiments continue as successful as they 
have been, it is expected that the Good- 
rich cOmMparty will establish a factory in 
Colorado. 

Experiments are now largely devoted to 
what the plarft will do under cultivation, 
but it is believed that it will thrive. 

The gum from the plant fs extracted by 
grinding the roots and then treating for 
twenty-four hours with bisulphide of car- 
bon and then the solution is evaporated. 

Similar resulis*can be obtained by using 4« 
benzine. The plant grows from a see 
and is very hardy. In old shrubs the 
lower portion that is above ground, under 
the bark, is wrapped with a substance 
bearing a close resemblance to cotton, 
This fibre is nature’s protection of the 
shrub in winter. 

It is believed firmly by Mr. Fueliler that 
this plant will produce the finest grades 
of rubber and that the desert lands of 
the west will become extremely valuable 
for raising this plant.

The Strange Career of Wesley J. 
Gaines.

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scholar’s library Bishop Gaines, president | 


of the negro Young People’s Christian and 
Educational Congress, and ruling spirit 
in at least three negro schools and col- 
leges, tells with a quaint mixture of 
humor and pathos and. with perfect mod- 
esty the story of his life. “I was born 
a slave in 1840 on the plantation of Gabriel 
Toombs. My master was a humane man, 
Kind and considerate. He died in 189. His 
last words to me were, ‘God bless you; 
{ will see you no more until we meet 
at the judgment Whr of God.’ The scenes 
of my slavery days impressed me even 
then, and from ‘the conversation between 
my master and his friends I felt that a 
crisis was coming, a erisis which would 
mean much to us slaves. As if in anticil- 
pation of freedom, I began to watch the 
white people in my master’s house, and I 
resolved then to be like them—to treat 
my wife, should I ever possess one, as | 
saw Mr. Toombs treat my mistress. I 
then began to study, and the white boys 
taught me to read and write every night 
when they got back from school. 

‘In this way I passed my boyhooa, 
working all day fm the field and studying 
at night by the lightwood knot fire in our 
cabin. I began to hear more and more 
talk of freedom, and before I was grown 
[I attended meetings in various cabins 
where prayers were offered against slav- 
ery. I remember one of these meetings 
particularly, We had been unusually 
fervid, and In the silence which followed 
our appeals an oh woman exclaimed 
from her dark corner, and with a convic- 
tion almost supernatural ‘Brethren and 
sistahs, I’m got an answer f’om Gawé. 
He say dat ae harder dey make hit (slav- 
ery) de sooner He gwine bus’ hit up.’ But 
notwithstanding these meetings and our 
earnest desire for freedom, our 
relations with the master were pleasant, 
I had but one difficulty, and that with as 
overseer. He Cursed me one day, and in 
the vilest kind of language, and [I let him 
have it with a clod of dirt. I may add 
that Ms gembs uphelé ‘me in what I 
had done. 

“These pleasan®” relations continued 
even while the war was going on. Many 
a time, with tears in my eyes, have I 
helped bury confederate soldier#—young 
men Gow I had growggp with, friends 
and rélatives of.my d ter—and yet, 
with the tears streaming down my cheeks, 
I hoped with allimy heart that the cause 
they had died for wotld be lost. It was 
not a matter of affection, but a principle. 
[I continued to study, now beginning to 
dip into theology, and in 1863, before the 
war was half over, I married the woman 
who has been my friend and companion 
all these years. She lived on another 
plantation and I rw have the letter which 
Mr. Toombs qpye me to. give to her 
master. I shail never forget its words: 
Mr. W. G. Woodfolk—My boy, Wesley, 
wishes to matfry your girl, Julia. He has 
my consent if it meets your approbation.— 
Gabriel Toombs,’ — 

, Then came the day when we were 
free. I shall never forget it. To us it 
was the opening of a new life—a life, 
however with realities, 1 firet offered to 
hire to Mr. Toombs at a salary of $50 
a month, Dut he Said that I expected too 
much. My first work was cleaning bricks; 
I soon found, however, thut I was neither 
fitted for this kind of work nor could 
I expect mueh from so I dro it 
and took up peddling, I sold kens 
and eggs in the meantime, Airing out my 
wife, and I was so succeseful that by 
I was able to buy @ home with $900 
yee

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I had stuck to in the face of many temp- 
tations both of money and politics, for 
therein lay my usefulness. So- finally I 
gave up thie business which was paying me 
80 well and assumed my firet charge—the 
Florence mission, at Florence, Ga. I was 
both sexton and minister, nor was my 
condition much’ improved in a financial 
way when | toox charge of my second 
church jn Atlanta. Perhaps there 
mote dignity in the latter place, for I 
had a sexton and was not expected to 
ring my bell and sweep my fioor. But 
imagine my salary! ThHé ‘congregation 
allowed me % a week for board, and this 
Il must go out and collect! 

“But I stuck to it, reading theology in 
the meantime under Bishop Keys, of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south. I did 
this in the fact of the most alluring temp- 
tation of that time—the chance to go into 
politics. It ig not necessary for me in this 
connection to recall] the history of the 
reconstruction period. Many people now 
remember the agitation of those 
days, and the younger ‘generation has 
read it in history. It was known as the 
carpethbag rule. and under the persuasion 
of various agents n@zroes were induced to 
go into politics. I myself was offered a 
place in the state legislature at a salary 
of $11 a day-—I, a struggling preacher, 
earning $6 a week! 

“But I refused. Alexander H. Stephens 
once sald to me, and his wards left an 
ab{fding impresston, ‘Be friendly with 
white men north and south.’ I have made 
thie a rule, and while 1 stand for the 
rights of the negro, I do it in such a way 
as not to antagonize the white people. I 
not only képt out of politics, but 1 also 
advised my colored friends to do like- 
wise. I can in no bettor way show the 
wisdom of my move than by atating thet 
only two of the negroes who entered the 
politics of the state at that time now 
have a home. The best class of negro 
does not attempt social equality with the 
whites, There is no reason why he should 
force himself into a white man’s house 
any more than into a negro’s. Such things 
are matters of taste, and if a white man 
doesn’t care to receive me in his home 
I should certainly not attempt to visit 
him against his will: but if he chooses to 
entertain me I don't see that there is 
‘any law to prevent my accepting his in- 
vitation. I am no agitator and I would be 
the last to force closer equality on the 
white race, out the negro demands his 
rights—not only his civil rights, but his 
legal rights also. The people of America 
have brought him here, and in a sense he 
is their guest. It is their duty to give him 
the protection due him under the law. 
There is no use of emigration, for the 
problem can be worked out here at home. 
The negro’s part is to cultivate morality, 
industry and education.”’

Thousands 
of native county folk have learned the 
art the Scotch brought among us, and 
find it profitable to labor there, and here 
comes the only draw-back to be found in 
the business. It is next to impossible 
to keep laborers upon the farms in the 
region. Whites and blacks preter to 
work upon the “rocks,’’ aa they call it, 
and in consequence agriculture is sui- 
fering. But this disposition to engage 
in other pursuits than farming and to 
jabor upon public works rather than to 
plow and to hoe is manifest all overt 
Georgia, and this is the regret. 

Last week we made a trip to the town 
of Lithonia and wound and twisted over 
a big territory around that place. Where 
we found prosperous negro laborers liv- 
ing on former visits, how the houses are 
vacant, and the laborers have gone away. 
The same applies to whites. It is al- 
most impossible to get farm hands, and 
this is the burning need of today. There 
must be some way to seoure this labor. 
It is distressing to see the fair fields 
of Georgia being turned out to sedge 
and briars. The trend is that way. Pub- 
lic works and manufactories bid higher 


for this labor than Tarmers can afford 
to pay, and this js the blight. It is a 
delusion also. The truth is that these 
seeming highér wagég do not turn out 
that way in the long run. The poorest 
teants upon the farm has cows and pigs 
around him. There is never a time that 
they are strained as these high-pald pub- 
lic works hands are strained. 

But these higao prices have their fasel- 
nation, and {t ig entirely idle to try to 
cénvince the average laborer that there 1s 
any deluston_ih the matter. 

The thing %o do is to go to work to 
supply this farm labor. It is the great 
question that confronts Georgia and the 
south. All other “problems” aro insigré: 
ficant to this question of working the 
fields. Farming thust go on. Everything 


else may stop and the world will wag 


along without much jar, but stop farm- 
ing and there would be such a jar as to 
ruin the world. 

I do hope that the great men of this 
country will drop everything and take up 
this question of supplying labor. 
It must be done, and it should be begun 
at once.

MORAL WAVE HAS STRUCK CENTRAL CITY 


Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)—A 
moral wave appears to have struck the 
Central City of Georgia, and there is now 
a probability that an “open Macon” will 
find many of the privileges and licenses 
of the past curtailed, some of them 
possibly cut off entirely. 

A potent factor in the guidance of this 
movement is the Rev. Dr. White, pastor 
of the First Baptist church, who within 
two days after his initial step had 
brought to his aid the board of aldermen, 
leading members of which supported Dr. 
White's views in speeches during the last 
session of that body. 

Sunday morning last Dr. White an- 
nounced that he would deliver a series of 
sermons upon Macon’s open and flagrant 
violation of many of the laws of the 
state. He announced that he would be- 
gin with gambling, and that the first of 
the series would be preached that Sun- 
day night. Then each Sunday night 
thereafter he would handle some one of 
gambling’s kindred sins until he had com- 
pleted the list. The sermon that night 
attracted a large congregation, and proved 
an entertaining and interesting discourse. 
It occasioned no smal] amount of talk, 
and for the next day or two was dis- 
cussed by various elements throughout 
the city, some supporting Dr. White in 
his attitude, while others only laughed 
and denounced the attempt to tear Macon 
away from what they called ‘“‘her old 
moorings.’’ Tuesday night during the 
session of the board of aldermen a prop- 
erty owner of the city called attention 
of that body to the character of some of 
the residents, negro women of the neigh- 
borhood in which he resides, and asked 
if he could not be given some reJef. 

The petition led to a general discus- 
sion of gambling, lewd houses, the sale 
of liquor on Sunday and during after 
hours, with other evils of that kind 
which frequently beset cities throughout 
the country. In the discussion Alderman 
Jones, Alderman Sloan, Alderman Mc- 
Kenna, Alderman Damour and others 
took a leading part. Each of the speak- 
ers declared the condition of affairs as 
they now exist to be a problem, and each 
denounced the flagrant violations of the 
law. The beard disposed of the matter 
by refer “% the entire question to a spe- 
Attee of three, which shall act 
Action with the chief of police 
and™/ attorney in studying the situa- 
tion din bringing about such changes 
ag can be accomplished.

“In these sermons I shal! eliminate per- 
sons, politics’and parties and seek only 
to create a sentiment that will give 
strength to any officer who will enforce 
the law. Ultimately polities and persons 
must be involved, for if one man, or set 
of men, wWl not enforce the law, then 
the good people must appeal to the ballot 
and elect men who have the moral cour- 
age to do the thing. 

“So much as a preface. 
Ciscussion. There are men? gambling 
houses and rooms in our city. This is 
considered a well known fact and is free- 
ly commented upon by citizen and visitor. 
Macon is called an open town. This is 
true in face of the law which says, ‘Thou 
shait not gamble; thou shalt not run @ 
gambling house; thou shalt not let a hall 
or room for gambling purposes. Further 
proof of the preva'gnce of this crime Is 
that during the last twelve months one 
hundred and.&wo persons for running 
gaming house and gambling were prose- 
cuted in our @ilty and superior cuorts. A 
large per cent, if not all, of those parties 
are still in the business. (Since preaching 
this sermon I have been reliably informed 
that a great poker game, lasting three 
days and nights, was played in this city 
last week, and that $8,000 was won by 
one man. Is Macon to be the southern 
Monte Carlo?) 


The Prcefessional Gambler. 


“Tonight I am discussing gambling as 
a business, running gaming houses, and 
gambling as a profession; a game chiefly 
played with cards, which is the great 
scientific gambling game of the world. 
l am after the big fellows, not so much 
the negro crap shooters, for they are 
watched on foot and on horseback. I am 
atfier big game, the fellow who wears 
flashing diamond rings, who keeps a 
fat bank account, who has no occupa- 
tion, and is known not to be a million- 
aire, or the son of one. 

“Professional gamblers are vamptlres, 
Spiders in our social system. On what 
do they feed? Occasionally they devour 
one another. But largely they feed upon 
innocent young men. They watch for 
the unsuspecting city, village or country 
lad and rope him in. I am told that there 
is an elegant gaming hall upstairs in one 
of our new buildings. On a recent Sun- 
day afternoon the keeper of the place 
was kind enough to invite a young man 
to just look In and see the arrangement— 
a nice place to rest. In a store not long 
ago a large grasshopper, flying leisureiy 
around, came in contact with a spider's 
web. He thought to rest awhile on his 
soft cushion. At once the old spider 
looked out and seeing his visitor, with 
fine grace and superb skill threw a lasso 
on his web over the legs of the great 
grasshopper and retired to his hiding 
place as if nothing had happened. Bui 
the innocent, unsuspecting grasshopper 
was caught fast, a good supper for Mr. 
Spider. So the professional gamblers de- 
coy many young men and even boys and 
grow fat through their downfall. It 
would be a startling revelation if all the 
names of boys in our city so ruined 
Were known. 

The Three Steps in Gambling to Ul- 
timate Ruin. 

First. The sense of 
the words of Henry Ward Beecher I 
Speak: With his father’s blessing and 
his mother’s tears the voung man departs 
fsom home. He has received his patri- 

mony, and embarks for life and inde- 
pendence. He rests at a city: visits the 
school of morals: lingers in more sus- 
Ppicious places; is seen by a sharper, and 
makes his acquaintance. The knave sits 
by him at dinner; he gives him the news 
of the place, and a word of advice: cau- 
tions him against sharpers: inquires ff he 
has money and charges him to keep it a 
secrét; offers himself to make the rounds 
of the town,-and secure him from !impo- 
sition. At length, that he may see all, 
he is taken to a gaming house, but, with 
apparent Kindness, warned not to play’ 
He lingers. He plays. He loses at.last,. 
after various fortune, all. He returns to 
his room, penrfiless, enraged, humiliated. 
He exclaims, “Good God! what a wretch 
I have been! I[ am not fit to live. I 
cannot g6 home.’ He stalks his room, 
cowed and weakened toward morning. 
he is sought by the sharper ard 
urged to retrieve his fortune. He is a 
pliant tool. 

“Farewell, yonng man! T see thy steps 
turned to that haunt again! Steg before 
that threshold!—turn, and bid farewell to 
home!—farewell to venerable father and 
aged mother!—the next step shall part 
thee from all forever.’ 

“The second step is falling 
drink habit and other devices. 
nearly always follows gambling. It ts the 
gambler’s nerve tonic and his’ comfort. 
The young ‘nan who goes too a gaming 
house goes to all other haunts of sin. 

“The third step taken brigs dishonesty 
and disgrace. Gamblers have a_gambler’s 
honor which is, pay your gambling debts. 
In that all their honor les. But actually 
it leads to downright dishonesty. It first 
of all destroys the industrious habit. The 
gambling lawyer tires of the drudgery of 
iis profession; the gambling student neg- 
lects his studies; the gambling clerk

come, as they always do, the clerk is 
tempted to pilfer the money till; the col- 
lector to make false returns; the cashier 
to default. An {illustration tells the sad 
story: 

“I was walking dowg main street of a 
city in a neighboring state, when one of 
the prominent citizens joined me. ‘This,’ 
said he, ‘is the anniyersary of my son's 
death.’ I Iet him talk on. ‘My boy,’ con- 
tinued he, ‘was the joy of our home, 
bright and noble. At the innocent age of 
16 he fell into the hands ef a lawyer 
gambler. For two years that lawyer 
held him with a charm that we could not 
break. One year ago. this morning, I 
found him just here,’ stapping and point- 
ing to a certain spot in tle sidewalk, 
‘weltering in his own blood, taken by his 
own hand. All the night before, in that 
room up there, he had gambled. Just 
as day was breaking he lost all and 
more than he possessed or ever hoped to. 
He came down those steps just as the 
grey dawn was appearing in the eastern 
horizon, looked out upon the city where 
he was born and reared and now stood 
disgraced. He could not face the shame, 
the dishonor, his parents. Taking a pis- 
tol from his pocket he placed it to. his 
temple-and—pulled the trigger. Yes, sir; 
right here he lay—my youngest boy, my 
pride, my hope. Several of his gambling 
friends gathered around. Filled with 
grief and anger, I stepped back and 
shouted, “‘There, gentlemen, is your fin- 
ished job.. You have done your work 
well.’”’’ And, friends, this ,institution 
thrives in our city to damn our sons. 


How To Suppress It. 


“What has been done? I have gone 
to the three courts for information. From 
the recorder’s court I received this reply: 

“August 7, 1%8.—Rey. J. L. White, 221 
High Street, Macon, Ga.: Dear Sirj-- 
In reply to yours of the 5th about gam- 
bling and crap shooting, will say that 
the like are all state cases, and we have 
nothing to do with them in the recorder's 
court. In fact, if our men help to make 
an arrest of the kind they are taken to 
jail, and are tried in the city court. Very 
respectfully, J. 8S. HILL, 

"Clerk of Recorder. 

“From the clerk of our city court 1 get 
this information: For the year July F | 
1902, to July 1, 190%, there have been 7 
prosecutions for gambling and keeping 
gaming houses. Nine were acquitted; 64 
plead guilty or were convicted. ITwen- 
ty-nine served time on chaingang or in 
jail and thirty-five paid fines. The fines 
amounted to $2,245, or about $54 each. 
The maximum fine in this court may be 
One thousand dollars or twelve months 
in prison. , 

“From the clerk of the superior court 
l learn that, for the year August 1, 1902, 
to August 1, 1903, thirty-nine parties have 
been indicted for gaming or keeping gam- 
ing houses. All of whom plead guilty 
and without exception paid fines. The 
fines amounted to $7,660. The heaviest 
fine, only one, was $600; three, $400; one, 
$30; several #60, then ranging from 
$200 to $100. The maximum fine in this 
court may be one thousand dollars or 
twelve months in prison, within the op- 
tion of the judge. 

“Something has been done, and yet the 
tribe of gamblers and the array of gam- 
bling houses are still here in business. 
Has all been done that the courts may 
do, or can do? I say the courts, to them 
we must appeal, since the grand juries 
have found true bills against so many. 
Hiave the courts no further responsibil- 
ity? I must say in all candor, that ail 
has not been done by the courts that 
can be done. 

“The fines Imposed have been only fair 
license for gambling privileges. Has not 
the time come for our honorable judges— 
and we can find none better fitted for 
the responsible position of trust—has not 
the time come for our judges to jail the 
birds for twelve months without the priv- 
liege of paying a fine? The thing has 
been running just as it is now, fine and 
pay and play on, for n.any years. Honer- 
able judges, try the imprisonment pen- 
alty, not for one or six months, but for 
twelve months. Or even for tne next of- 
tense impose the one-thousand-dollar fine 
with the clear understanding that if the 
Same offender is again apprenhttded he 
Inust serve twelve months with no other 
alternative offered. Mark what I say, 
such a course will rid us of the gaming 
houses and professional gamblers, 

“I suggest further that there should 
be the heartiest cooperation betwecn our 
city and state officials in bringing these 
criminals to the bar of justice. Also 
that unknown “Wetectives be employed. 
The reason is apparent. 

‘Gentlemen, we have united with great 
énthusiasm to secure greater Macon. A 
question vaster than Greater Macon is 
before us—a better Macon, to cleanse our 
social garments of a festeriing cancer— 
what will the newspapers and citizens in 
general say? 

“And now. young men, a word to y ou. 
Stop playling cards. Stop visiting the 
poo] rooms, away from them forever. 
Stop“gambling. You are safe from vice 
when you avoid even its appearance. If 
you persist, your feet stand on slippery 
places, and they shall slide. ‘They shall 
slide from heaven, never to be visited by 
the gambler; slide down to that abyss 
below you. out of which none ever come. 
Then, when the last card is cast. and the 
game fs over. ind you Rave lost. then 
when the echo of your fall shall ring 
through hell—in malignant triumph, shall 
the a@rch-gambler, who cunningly played 
for your soy’, have his prey! Too late 
you shall 160k tack upon life as a mighty 
game, in which you were the stake and 
Satan the winner.” 


BP ’AIN’S LITTLE WONDERS: 
THEIR NATIONAL SHOW-GEMS 


(From Answers.) 

Unwarrantable acts of vandalism, ac- 
cording to some minds, are the order of 
the day. 

Certain very precious stones of an his- 
torical importance, and consequently dear 
to the people of the locality where they 
have been lying for centuries, are now on 
their way to this country from an oOb- 
scure Italian village, destined for the 
new cathedral in Westminster. Their be- 
ing imported is regarded in certain ca- 
demic quarters as an act of vandalism, 
and the authorities responsible for the 
introduction of the stones to this coun- 
try are reminded that every country 
should be left in possession of its own 
treasures, as they prove mute but sure 
witnesses of that nation’s history, and 
stand as its landmarks. 

If this sentimental ¢haracter influenced 
nations, and the idea were to obtain 
generally among all peoples, the litera- 
ture of the history of the world would 
be encompassed within such a small 
measure of knowledge as would place it 
almost under a ban—that is, from the 
academic point of view. 

Few countries possess their own treas- 
ures, and each individual loss that a 
nation has sustained has helped to make 
history for the world. And that is how 
the history of the world is made. 

Britain’s greatest treasures are not her 
own. Here they are: The Elgin marbles, 
Cleopatra's needle, the Rosetta stone, 
the various madonnas of the national 
gallery, the Koh-i-noor, the stone of 
Scone and many more precious impedi- 
menta, which Britannia has somehow 
annexed, and then catalogued for her- 
self. 

First, the Elgin marbles. These won- 
derful relics are as ancient as the very 
Acropolis of Athens itself, where, placed 
originally in the temple of Minerva, they 
came from. They formed part of the 
Parthenon. Exactly one hundred and 
hone years ago the then earl of -Elgin, 

bassador to the Ottoman porte, began 
tha collection of the wondrous marbles, 


and\from him they were purchased by 
| the Brtsn government for £3,000 and 


| 


placed, in 1816, In the British museum, 
where they have remained ever since. 

On their homeward passage across the 
seas they suffered an experience similar 
to that which fell in the wake of Cleo- 
patra’s needle seventy years afterwards 
—that is to say, the Elgin marbles were 
wrecked, being recovered at Cerigo six 
months afterwards by W. R. Hamilton. 

Cleopatra’s needle is Britain's property, 
but it is one of the landmarks of ancient 
Egypt. It is some 3,600 years old. If Sir 
Ralph Abercromby had had his own way 
we Britishers would have been the land- 
lords of Cleopatra’s needle as far back 
as 1801, but that worthy diplomat failed 
to arouse the government to take a 
very lively interest in the ancfent ob- 
elisk, And so it remained till the year 187/ 
buried in the vast sands of the water- 
less desert. 

In that year James Erasmus Wilson 
(afterwards knighted), pained by the re- 
fusal of the government of the day to 
accept the khedive’s offer of the obelisk, 
suggested that he was prepared to pay 
all expenses in connection with its con- 
signment home. The offer was accepted, 
and John Dixon, the engineer, under- 
took to convey the needle to these shores. 
The needle was Inclosed in a craft called 
the Cleopatra—a specially constructed ci- 
gar shaped ship—and was towed in the 
wake of the Olga, which set sail on Feb- 
ruary 21. A fortnight afterwards a vio- 
lent gale ensued and the two vessels 
parted. Six lives were lost In the frantic 
endeavor to recover the Cleopatra with 
her treasure on board. Finally she was 
abandoned by the Olga, only to be re- 
covered by the Fitzmaurice (Captain 
Carter) some time afterwards. The An- 
glia subsequently towed her into London 
in January, 1878. 

Another great British

They are 
our national treasures, and they have 
come to be included ag integral parts of 
our system. These treasures in oll in- 
ciude examples of the Florentine, Sienna, 
Milanese, Umbrian, Venetian, early Ger- 
man, Spanish and Flemish schools, and 
so on. 

The mind of any nation would natural- 
ly be charged with no inconsiderable 
qualms if an* edict went forth urging 
upon all and sundry to return to their 
original owners al) national treasures 
forthwith; we in artistic Britain would 
feel it very much. We could not part 
with our Mafonnas, It was only recent- 
ly that we paid over a check for £70,000 
to his grace of Blenheim for a particular 
Madonna, and it was not a very large 
picturé to look at. It is in the national 
gallery, 

Few. Britishers have ever seen that 
notable: treasure of Britain’s—which is 
likewise not her own-—the Koh-i-noor! 
This “Mountain of Light’’ has been rather 
a “dark horse’ in its time. 

W.en Dhuleep Sthgh abdicated in 1850, 
this diamond, which is of ancient origin, 
Was surrendered to Queen. Victoria. Its 
original weight was 800 carats, but given 
to an artist to shapen an accident hap- 
pened to it, which reduced its weight 279 
carats. It is of the size of a hen’s egg, 
and the value of it is estimated at £2,000,- 
000 sterling. Since it left the possession 
of its original owners—Afghan and Pun- 
jab r.lers—the famous old diamond seems

GO WITH KING AND QUEEN 


Special Oorrespondence. 

London, August 6.—Some curious details 
about the traveling paraphernalia Of the 
royal family have been divulged to me 
by a member of the royal household. 
Long before it was publicly announced 
that King Edward intended to pay his 
present visit to Ireland, an: important 
tunctionary, Known _ officially as the 
king’s courier, was busily engaged at 
Buckingham palace making the necessary 
arrangements for the transmission of 
his maiesty’s luggage. It is the first time 
in the the history of royal traveling that 
so much luggage has had to be dispatch- 
ed at so short a notice, and for so Hm- 
ited a visit, and the man entrusted with 
the work has had anxious moments. 
Over two hundred tons of miscellaneous 
articles had to be stowed away some- 
where. and of this mass wearing apparel 
constituted the greater part. The king's 
personal luggage was contained in 42 large 
trunks. and included the royal and stato 
robes, a field marshal's uniform, seven 
military uniforms, and a number of dress, 
lounge and morning suifs sufficient to 
last an ordinary well-dressed man a life 
time. There are also innume@able smok- 
ine jackets and a favorite dressing gown 
which has gone somewhat out of ‘‘tone” 
services of his Majesty. 

The article upon which the’ greatest at- 
tention Is bestowed during these visfts 1s 
the king’s golden dinner service. It has 
a keeper al] to itself and-so important 1s 
his office that he fs clad in scarlet coat 
and gold buttons, with a red cord around 
his arms, the latter mark indicating that 
he a dangerous man approach. 
There is a popniar st that he feels his 
nsibilities so greatly as to render it 
impossible for him to sleep two hours 
consecutively even on journeys occupy- 
ing many days. .

Marking the King’s Swans. 

Rather a funny ceremony that is gone 
through with every vear has just been 
accomplished, and that is the “‘mark- 
ing’’ of the voung swans, or cygnets, on 
the upper Thames. Its swans are, of 
course, a feature of the Aver after Rich- 
mond ts passed. -Some of them are owned 
by the crown and the rest by two of the 
ancient river ‘“‘companies,” and it Is in 
order to distinguish them that the “cyg- 
nets’’ are marked. 

The swan-markers are a picturesque 
company. They wear white flannels, and 
can be told apart by their different col- 
ored jerseys. Those of the king’s men 
are scarlet, those of the Dyers’ company 
navy blue, and those of the Vintners’ 
company blue and white. The.“‘markers” 
embark in half a dozen skiffs, at the 
stern of which flies either the king’s flag 
—a white field with a crown and the 
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royal cipher, ‘‘E. R.,"’ or one of the ban- 
nerettes of the two companies. 

The gallant company sets out from 
Molesey lock, and after that things are 
pretty lively, for the operation of ‘‘mark- 
ing’ swans—even young swans—is no 
holiday pastime., TReé™hirds fight like 
furles. They are surprisingly strong, ‘oo, 
and every once in a while one of the 
markers has an arm or leg broken by 
a vicious blow from a cygnet's wing. 
The birds are caught by means of a hook 
on the end of.a long pole, and they are 
branded on the beak—either with the 
royal morfegram or that of one of the 
companies. Uusually the man who. does 
the branding deprives the swan’ marked 
by him of one of its feathers, which he 
stkeKs in his c@p as a trophy. 

The number of cygnets is smaller than 
usual this year. on account of the bad 
weather and flodds which have prevaited 
along the river. By the way, the Thames 
Swans have a reputation for viciousness 
and English folk who haye seen what 
they can do with their wings and beak 


make it a point to give them a wide 
berth.

Rome, August 16.—Pope Pius asked Car- 
dinal Vannuttelll’s nephew, formerly lieu- 
tenant of the Italian navy, to make an 
inventory of the rest of the former papal 
marie, with a view to selling same to 
the highest bidder. Among the ships are 
three old galleys and a numb of dig- 
patch boats. It will be remembered that 
Pope Leo, several years ago, auctioned off 
the vatican arsenals, guns, swords, can- 
non and antmunition. The new pope has 
seemingly decided to do away with the 
last mementos of old-tfme war-like condi- 
tions ag far as the vatican Is concerned, 


Pope Plus sent a_ (friendly letter to 
Cardinal Ferrari, archbishop of Milan, 
reminding him of the fact that cardinals 
must not ride about the streets and high- 
Ways save in a closed carriage drawn by 
at least two black horses. It appets that 
the archbishop went recently to the vil- 
lage of Trezzo, near Milan, In an auto- 
mobile. It was closed, but the people 
recognized its occupant and knelt along 
the highway to receive his emitnence's 
blessing.

Pope Pius ordered special reports on 
the following cases coming under the 
jugjsdiction of the holy see: 

At Oedenburg. Hungary, the body ef 
Count Zichy was buried with Protestant 
rites, while a Catholic priest refused te 
perform this duty because Zichy had een- 
tracted a civil marriage with.his seapnd 
wife, refusing to accept the blessing ef 
the church. Pope Plus wants it under- 
stood that he will not permit tnteleranee 
unless the provocation be of the més. 
urgent character. He waa grieved ta 
learn that a member of the highest Htun- 
garian aristocracy was buried witheut 
the pale of the church, and the priest re- 
sponsible for this will be punished if feurnd 
guilty. 

Another case in which an Inyestigatien 
has been ordered is that of the yillage of 
Guttet, Wallis, Switzerland, where a 
whole congregation embraced old Cathe!i- 
icism. In this case the bishop of Sien is 
vlamed. It seems that the bishop intend- 
ed to replace the @ld village church by 4 
new editice, while the villagers refused tq 
change. The peasants preyed 
obstinate, and, to bring them to tsrms, 
the bishop punished the village with the 
interdict, forbidding the saying of mass, 
ete. The  Vviilagers thereupon applied 
baptism themselves and held prayer mect- 
ings under the presidency of thelr elders. 
Finally they, ¢nghged an old Catholic 
priest to take charge of their church. 
This is the second Swiss congregation 
that embraced old Catholicism this ycar. 


Fope Pius adopted the late Leo XIII’s 
pet, a white dove, which the holy father 
used to feed at a certain hvur every 
morning. The pope allows it in his room, 
where it perches on his writing desk, and, 
like Leo, he daily saves some bread crumbs 
for its food. ‘This white dove was among 
the last visitors Pope Leo received. On 
the second morning preceding his death 
the winged pet Knocked at his bed room 
window with its beak, and when admit- 
ied, flew upon the bed, walking over the 
pope’s chest and looking into his eyes. 
With great difficulty Leo laid his hand on 
the dove's head, petting it gently and 
whispering a farewell. 

The servants of the vatican called the 
dove “‘The Holy Ghost,"’ but’ Pope Pius, 
when he heard it, forbade the designa- 
tion, which he called sacriligious. ‘‘Just 
to prove that the dove is nothing but 
an ordinary pigeon, I will feed it here- 
ufter.’’ he said, ‘‘as the great Leo did.”’ 
Several Italian artists are at work paint- 
ing the scene, ‘“‘Leo on His Death Bed 
Visited by the White Dove.”

If, at the end of the civil war, all 
the negroes of the south sped migrated 
to the north “the race war?’ so often 
and senselessly predicted, i. have 
been begun and finished long ago. No 
One can doubt that the northern wis- 
dom would have found a way to dis- 
perse, export and expatriate the resi- 


rolled by. 

Let it be understood that the public 
safety, the security of homes and the 
inviolability of women are considera- 
tions that southern men will pot sacri- 
fice. Race amalgamation and social 
equality for the negro will never be 
tolerated. The negro must keep hands

The Report on the DeCris Case. 

In the case of the whipping of the 
female convict, Miss DeCris, at the 
State farm, the report of the prison 
commission has'been formulated and 
appears in this issue of The Constitu- 
tion. 

When this paper first reported the 
case and gave such details concernihg 
it as were reliable, and declared that 
Official action was needful in order 
that the public might have full and 
accurate information, we also asked 
that a fair confidence in the public 
authorities having charge should lead 
the people to await their action with- 
out hasty Judgment. 

The report speaks fully for itself. 
It was proper for the prison commis- 
sioners to make a complete investiga 
tion and, with their knowledge of the 
parties and the circumstances, take 
Such action as they owed to a wrong: 
ed cofhivict and q critica] public opin- 
ion. The testimony was taken without 
duress upon any one and has been 
calmly and in the light of official re- 
sponsibility reduced to the point of 
decision. Those.who read the report 
cannot but discern that the facts in 
the case have heretoforo been liberally 
mixed with unfounded rumors. 

While it is true that the statutes of 

the state permit the infliction of cor- 
poral punishment by the-Jasb, the gen- 
eral idea has prevailed that such de- 
grading punishment would be’ used 
only in caseg of criminals otherwise 
incorrigible. There hag at no time 
been any thought that women, and 
particularly such a one asthe victim 
in this case—weak of body, semi- 
demented and with exaggerated no- 
tions of her refinement and its rights, 
would be subjected tothe whipping or- 
deal, and that is so unusual a meas- 
ure. 
There are penologists who approve 
the whipping post remedy for many 
crimes. President Roosevelt approv- 
ed a proposal to put wife-beaters to 
the whipping post in New York. Ex- 
cept in Delaware, where it is a gen- 
eral penalty, the whipping post has 
been almost always recommended for 
the protection of women and children, 
and not for their correction. Humaner 
methods are available for the latter 
purpose, - 

If, then, the commission has not be- 
fore had occasion to make a rule that 
would have prevented the DeCris af- 
fair, and the concluding paragraphs of 
their ‘reports means that, they will 
now make ‘such rule to prevent other 
such - punishments in similar gases,

sible, the people of the state will not 
be satisfied and will commission their 
representatives to enact legislation 
that will prevent any other like re- 
volting and state-humiliating incident 
for all time in the future.

These are but the headnotes of the 
great argument why the nation, and 
the south in particular, needs thé ca- 
nal. Our new markets are under the 
setting stin—not the risen gun. For 
this évershadowing reason our soutb- 
ern representatives should lose no op- 
portunity to force the building of the 
canal—anyhow and sOmewhere! 
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The Business Plan Is Best. 

Atlanta has won most of her excek 
lent renown as a well-governed city 
because for nearly thirty years her 
people have adhered to the central 
idea that municipal ) 
purely business and should be as lit- 
tle intermixed with politics as is prac- 
ticable, 

It would be exceeding bad policy to 
give up that practice now and brea 
the uninterrupted harmony of the 
public spirit—the spirit that has made 
Atlanta famous.

To that end good citizens can con, 
tribute by deprecating suggestions to 
tear up this ‘and that, and something 
else, in the present charter plan of 
City administration. It is never well 
to legislate changes of government ex- 


cept manifestly to better the govern- 
ment. Passion is seldom wise and 
momentary indignations are not relia- 
ble indicators of public judgment. It 
is better just now to keep cool, united 
and immovable in our devotion toa 
business city, run on a business sched- 
ule,

The disease had its season of greatest 
gTowth in a tong period of indifference 
and carelessnéss, wherein nobody gave 
heed to the growth of dishonesty, and the 
alliance Of crime and officialism. This 
period we trust is coming to an end, for 
in every city and community may be 
found a slpwly awakening civic pride, and 
a more or jess numerous body of reform- 
ers, 

It Is beginning to be realized that’ to 
betray one’s eath of office, and to barter 
the cOmmunity’s interests. for personal 
gain, is treason, and that an extension of 
the evil, or even the tolerance of its pres- 
ent conditions means danger to national 
life and glory. The movements to reform 
slocal governments have in many casés 
been spasmodic and unintelligent. and 
often they have moved by combinations 
or fusions of discdrdant elements, some 
of which were anxious only to be “‘IN.” 

These movements have not been 
grounded as they should be on high 
and continuing mora] and patriotic pur- 
poses, and therefore haye not supported 
each other ang have mot perdisted in 
themselves against opposition and defeat, 
There has not been a more critical pe- 
riod in our national history+not a period 
wherein was more greatly needed the 
highest type of moral devotion and love 
of country; for in this time of prosperity 
when we aresnot endangered by blows 
from without, the very richness of our 
growth is geveloping interna, rottenness. 

If we look fairly and speak truly, 
We are bound to admit that the con- 
ceded corruption is not 2 mere growth of 
politics, but is rather an_ extension 
inta. politics of methods that are common 
in business life. Gross evils are tolerated 
by business men in their city govern- 
ments, because they are familiar with 
similar evils in business. 

Realizing the gravity and the extent 
of the evi', we look about for some ex- 
tensive organized force through which we 
may deal with it radically, and instine- 
tively we turn to the church. We have 
a right to turn to the church as a con- 
servator of morals and a fountain of pa- 
triotism. We feel hat it must be con- 
cerned with the cohditions in which the 
people live, in which characters are form- 
cd, in which the determining environmenis 
of life are estad't.re J. ‘ 

It must. be concerned with the gov- 
ernment of a city, Wiom that gcvcranent 
makes compac:s with thieveg, ganricr 
and harilots and opens doors to hell 
on the public streets so that children and 
youth may stray therein and be lost. 

When we realize, that governmental 
corruption has its necessary root in busi- 
ness immorality and individual laxity, 
we feel that «~ Hve ehusch wust Frow 
the facts agd must put forth « worthy 
effort to correct the wrong. But truth 
all sleepy bedies the one whith shcws 
the slowest dispositicn to rise to the ob- 
vious opportunity and «dypty is the church 
—the very body which by its foundation, 
its purpose, its size, its organization and 
its general diffusion over the land is best 
fitted for the tasw.

It contains 28,000,000 communicants. It 
has 374 out of.567 colleges and semina- 
ries. Its voung people's associctions are 
large and enthusiastic." The Christian 
Endeavor Society OO age a ote 
has nearly 4,000,000 membefs distributed 
among over 60,000 societies. Epworth 
League (Methodist) has nearly a million 
members.

m. and the ceremony probably will not be 
concluded until 2:50 p. m.

In recognizing the requests of the gov- 
ernors of other states for persons indict- 
¢d for crimes in those states, the. govern- 
or of Georgia has never raised objections 
Of a technical character. The fact that 
the papers forwarded by other governors 
are in proper form has always been 
taken as sufficient evidence that the pre- 
liminaries have been properly attended 
to. For instance, when. the governor of 
a state forwards extradition papers over 
his official signature, it has been taken 
for granted that the court officers whose 
affidavits are appended hold the official 
positions they claim, and that the no- 
taries before whom the affidavits are 
made are duly commissioned notaries. 
This same practice is followed by most of 
the other govérnors upon whom the gov- 
ernor of Georgia from time to time made 
official request for prisoners wanted for 
trial in this state. 

in a few states this official comity, if 
it may be termed that, does not obtain. 
dhere has at different times been trouble 
with the governor of Indiana, and this 
time the governor of Michigan seems 
disposed to let himself be used to prevent, 
if possible, che admfnistration of justice. 
It is a notable fact that in most in- 
stances of this kind the northern govern- 
yrs have allowed their political prejudices

Records, Colonial and Confederate. 

In accordance with the provisions of a 
special act carrying an appropriation of 
$2,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, ex-Governor Candler will at 
once complete negotiations with the firm 
of B. F. Stevens & Brown, of London, 
for copies o® the early colonial, records 
which are needed to complete the com- 
pliation of the early records of the state 
upon which he has been working for 
some time. Governor Candler has had 
considerable correspondence. with this 
firm, which has furnished copies of the 
Official records for Pennsylvania and 
others of the thirteen original states, and 
the estimates made bring ¢he total with- 
in the $2,000 appropriated. This will be 
very much less than Georgia paid some 
years ago for copies of similar records 
and cheaper, it is understood, than other 
states have ‘hed to pay for the same 
work. 

It is anticipated that the work of com- 
piling the confederate rosters and records 
will be very matefially aided by the 
commission created by’ an éct of the leg- 
islature. As is well known, the greater 
part of the original rosters of Georgia 
organizations in the confederate army 
have been destroyed of have disappeared. 
When Governur Candler undertook the 
labor of securing originals in cooperation 
with General Ainsworth, of the war de- 
partment, he soon discovered that there 
are practically none toybe had. There 
are some among the captured. papers 
which are on file at the _war department, 
but even these are incomplete so far 
as they undertake ‘to’ tyace the mili- 
tary record of individuals, At their first 
conference in Washington, General Ains- 
worth was able to tell Governor Candler 
of his enlistment and. first commission 
because these were shown by the early 
rosters of the company with which he 
served, but theré was nothing there to 
indicate his promotions and other com- 
mands. It is so in most other instances. 
Here and there papérs are, to be found 
showing the subsequent commandé held— 
orders of various kinds. issued, for in- 
stance—but the records are very incom- 
plete. 

So far, with all his notice and all hie 
research Governor Candler has been able 
to secure only six original rosters in

cerning the personnel of the organiza- 


tions which went.into the confederate 


army ,from Georgia. It is believed that 
in this way a practically complete rec- 
ord of the Georgia troops can be made 
up. While this will not be official in the 
sense that a compilation of original ros- 
ters. would 2, ft will nevertheless -be 
the next best thing—the only record of 
value obtainable. 

The expenses incurred by this commis- 
sien, the members of which will serve 
without compensation, are to be met out 
of the money appropriated for pensions, 
because the pension commission  esti- 
mates that it wil] result in a saving of 
at least twice the amount mentioned by 
cutting off unmwortby pensioners. There 
are some men drawing pensions in Geor- 
gia who never smelt powder, but whose 
applications for pensions are in such a 
condition that their claim cannot be 
gainsaiG. It is the opinion of Judge 
Lindsay that a systematic searching of 
the state, such as is contempiated by the 
act creating this special commission, will 
result in the unearthing of all unworthy 
cases and will, therefore, save moncy te 
the state. 

As has heretofore been explained, Geor- 
gia is in about the worst shape, sv far 
as original rosters are concerned) of all 
the southern states. yvovernor Candle: 
has discovered, however, that several of 
the states have not gone even as far &s 
to designate some official! to 
with Ggneral Ainsworth: in making the 
offitial compilation provided by congress. 
One of these is Virginia. Governor Mon- 
tague writes that no such official has 
been appointed because the legislature 
has made mo provision for such appoint- 
ment, but adds that in the absence of 
such an official he will himself act with 
the representatives of other states: He 
has ‘agreed to meet Governor Candler 
and Auditor Dixon,’ of North Carolina, 
at Washington at any time in the near 
future to take up the matter with Sccre- 
tary of War Root. As the secretary of 
war is about to sail for Europe in con- 
nection with his dugies as a member oO:

Governor Beckham, of Kentucky, has 
appointed no official to represent his state 
in the work, but like Governor Mop- 
tague, he has volunteered to take li up 
himself. Governor Dockery. of Missourt, 
is in very much the same position. While 
Missouri did not secede, that state sent 
a large number of soldiers inio the con- 
federate army. Of course the -records 
of these dre necessary to the completion 
of this importang work. Governor Dock- 
ery wrote Governor Candler that the ae- 
tion of congress had never before been 
brought to his attention, but he would he 
glad to take up the work himself at once. 
When Secretary Root returns from 
abroad. the committee representing the 
compfiers of confederate , records, will 
have a conference with him particularir 
with regard to the acceptance of copies 
instead of originals. 

.In the meantime, however, the Geor- 
gia commission will organize and take up 
its work. This will be pushed forward 
entirely without regard to whether con- 
gréss will use these coptes and compila- 
tions in the work it has authorized. Geor- 
gia will have the best record of its sol- 
diers which can possibly be obtained, and 
if these are not embodied in the govern- 
ment’s publication—though they probably 
wil] be—Georgia will some day publisb 
them in -permanent form.

Theit Saloons Glosed by Cut- 
fing OF of Licenses, 


They Called’ for Election on the 
Liquor Question and Carried It 
by Good Majority—General 
*’ News of the Oki North 

State. 


C., August 15.—(Special.)— 
The Yquor and anti-liquor fght in North 
Carolina grows livelier daily. In the 
town of Roxboro on the ist of July all 
licenses for distilling Hhd selling whisky 
were cut off. The saloon men went to 
work with great vigor and had an eléc- 
tion called. This has been held*and the 
liquor men won out, getting a majority 
of 23 in favor of license. . Today the au- 
thorities granted licenses and the salobns 
reopened. No persons can vote in any 
sort of election in this state unless they 
have paid poll tax during the year prior 
to May 1. In this case at Roxboro many 
persons on each sidé of the contest were 
unable to vote because they had not paid 
the tax, among those thus debarred being 
the leading attorney on each’ side. 
Nothing Heard of Dewey. 

As yet there are no tidings of Tom 
Dewey, the absconding .cashier of the 
wrecked bank at Newberne. There is a 
good deal of criticism of the auth@ities 
for letting Dewey get away. The bank 
examine» discovered trouble July 28, but 
Dewey had the run of the bank undis- 
turbed, and in that time; five days—that 
is, up to August 2—got $15,000 in cash. 
The bank examiner let it be known that 
he was making an examination and #wrote 
letters to outside banks instead of using 
the telegraph wires. Dewey knew every- 
thing that was going on, and deceived 
the bank examiner as badly as he did the 
directors and depositors. 

Encampment at Asheville. 

The encampment of the First regiment 
of the’ national guard of this state be- 
gins at Asheville next Tuesday and the 
regiment will have something over 60 
Officers and‘men in camp. It is a veteran 
regiment, nearly all its officers and nearly 
half of its enlisted men having served 
in the war with Spain, and this applies 
also to its band. The encampment will 
be within the grounds of George Van- 
derbilt’s great Biltmore estate. There 
are many thousands of summer visitors 
from ‘all parts of the country at Ashe- 
ville, and unusual interest is felt in the 
encampment. The state authorifges find 
that the new system of encampments, 
under national goyernment auspices with 
pay rations, ete., is altogether excel- 
lent, 

Fighting the Tobacco Trust. 

The North Carolina farmers are in very 
good spirits regarding all their crops ex- 
cept tobaeco. Not a few of them admit 
that no task can be harder than the one 
who organized all of them in the fight 
against the tobacco trust. They admit 
their vast power if united. Fifteen years 
ago most of them were members of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, and it was that then 
powerful organization which consolidated 
them in the fight against the bagging 
trust, in which they were such marked 
winners. Now the alliance has hardly 
more than 10,000 members, while it then 
had over 175,000. However, the alliance, 
the Farmers’ Protective Association and 
the State Tobacco Growers’ Assdéciation 
have united in the fight agafnst the trust, 
and it may be that good headway can be 
made. Some towns are falling in line in 
the fight, but a few age seen to par- 
ticipate in it. 


North Carolina National Guard: 

The mate military authorities have re- 
ceived the report made by Major Newton, 
Sixteenth infantry, U. &. A,, of his in- 
spection of every company and battery 
of the national guard. The troops of this 
state are shown to be as* well equipped, if 
not better, than any south Df Washing- 
ton. They have field equipments, com- 
plete, including tents, flelds ovens, blan- 
kets, overcoats, ete. They have winter 
uniforms and also khaki for all officers 
and enlisted men. The officials are noti- 
fied by the war department of a change in 
the mode of exchanging new arms for the 
old ones. The department now orders 
that all the old arms be sent to it and 
that it will issue new magasine rifles, one 
to each enlisted man, as shown by the 
inspection return. ‘The rifles are now on 
their way here. >

It quite possible 
that people holding’securities which have 
shrunken in value have curtailed their 
own purchases of goods and other opera- 
tions, thinking that they, saw the hand-

Conditions, while perhaps not on the 
whole as good “4 the high pitch attained 
last year, are pronounced entirely satis- 
factory and. collections are first class, 
comparing weli with 1902.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, August 15.--The New York 
Financter says: 

“The disappointing feature shown by 
the official statement of the New York 
associated banks last week were the de- 
crease, instead of the quite confidently 
expected increase in the loans, and the 
loss in cash reserve instead of an impor- 
tant gain, which was foreshadowed by 
the preliminary estimates which were 
based upon the traceable movements of 
money during the week. An increase 
in loans was expected to ‘be shown as 
the natural result ef the important re- 
versa) of the stock market conditions 
from those of extreme depression to 
buoyancy. It ie evidence that there was 
very large buying of securities by capi- 
talists and other speculators who had 
confidence !n the efficacy of the meas- 
ures which had been taken for the re- 
lief of the embarrassed houses, and this 
removal of the cause for further dis- 
turbance to the market brought about 
so great a demand for stocks as: to 
make necessary large borrowings from 
the banks and other financial institu- 
tions, An increase in loans was also 
expected, in part from the extension by 
banks of accommodation to embarrassed 
firnia with the object of enabling these 
houges gradually to liquidate their in- 
debtedness; mercantile borrowing through 
diseounts was likewise large.

WEATHER HERE 
IS QUITE COOL 


The weather today is likely to Include 
showers and variable winds, 

There has been nothing of the sensa- 
tional in the weather in Atlanta for the 
first fifteen days of August and the av- 
érage for the entire period is but one- 
half a degree above the normal for the 
same period for the first half of August 
during the past twenty-five years. 

The mean temperature for these last 
fifteen days has been 78 degrees, while 
the average for the 25 years according 
to the figures as kept in the office of 
tocal Foreeaster Marbury, is 75 1-2 de- 


grees. 9 
The highest maximum temperature re-~ 
corded In the first fifteen days in Au- 


gust was 98 degrees, recorded August 


11, 1900. 

The lowest minimum for 
period was 59 degrees, recorded August 
12, 1890. The hottest day for August this 
year was the first which ushered in the 
month with a maximum of 89 degrees. 

But while these figures show nothing 
sensationally interesting they prove what 
is vastly fhore important to every At- 
lantan and that is that he lives in a city 
with one of the most even temperatures 
in all the country. For while in the sur- 
rounding cities they have been swelter- 
ing beneath hot suns and hating them- 
selves through the long blistering nights 
that have been their portion. Atlantans 
have been going home to sleep with cool- 
ing breezes blowing through half open 
windows and the average temperature 
holding through the first ha 
month with freshening regularity. The 
average temperature for all of these last 
15 nighta has been 69 degrees. 

As to the weather of yesterday. 

The records at the weather bureau 
showed 84 for maximum, 67 for minimum 
and 76 for mean temperature. Although 
it seemed mighty hot to some of those 
who had to get out in the Georgia sun- 
shine of Atlanta as a matter of fact theg 
weather was only one degree below nor- 
mal. But if was the humidity that was 
responsible for what seemed for awhile 
like hot weather, the relative per cent 
of this department of ‘the weather show- 
ing 99 qnd 100 per cent. 

The barometer stood at just 30 Inches 
which {s.normal. In the evening the 
rain fell. For twelve minutes this rain- 
fall. was excessive, showing 37-100 of an 
inch. After that it drizzliied along for 
awhile. amounting /in all to. 4-100 of an 
inch more, ' 

As for the immediatefuture, the wéath- 
er is likely to continue unsettled. 

Yesterday's weather map showed that 
very Yittle change had taken place in the 
last few days. The pressure was shown 
to continue high in the northeast and 
lowest In the southwest. 

Cloudiness:.covered most of the Rockies 
to. the east an@ ‘rains were. gé¢. eral 
throughout the cetton, belt, the heaviest 
rainfalle occurring in the Carolinas and 
Georgia’ Gamassa, 8. C., headed the list 
with a’ fall of :410 inches and Augusta 
second. with 3.40, whith had a perceptibic 
effect on the’ Savanaah river. 

In the reports received from the other 
weather stations last evening, very much

day before were reported. Rainfa:is 
Were general in the eastern half of the 
cotton belt, Savannah heading the list 
with a fall of 2.08 inches. Aberdeen, 
Tex., was the hottest city in the unjon, 
with 96 degrees, and it was cold in Chi- 
cago, the very coldest place reported, 
with a maximum for the day of only 64 
degrees. 

Atlanta won again fn the temperature 
throughout this entire section of the 
country. At the local bureau, 70 degrees 
was registered in the evening, while all 
around the reports showed that Georgia 
and other southern cities were struggling 
under high temperatures with little 
chance or any immediate relief in 
sight. 

No high winds were reported in any 
part of tlie country. It will be remem- 
bered the weather department in Wash- 
ington reported that the indications were 
that the terrific hurricane which carried 
death an desolation in its wake in Cuba, 
Jamaica and other islarids was moving 
toward the gulf.

self, not to mention a reception of all 
visitors by the mayor of Shrewsbury, 
who bears_thestitle of “rignt worship- 
ful.” 

Even today, 500 years after its occur- 
rence, the story of the battle of Shrews- 
bury—in which 6,000 men fell on one ‘side 
and 4,600 on the other~+is one that can not 
be read without a thrill. To explain how 
it came to be fought, English history 
must be turned to four a moment, but the 
records of the time constitute one of the 
most interestiffg pottions of the annals «f£ 
Great Hritain. 

Henry of Lancaster, John 
son, whom Richard II, the eak-kneed 
heir of the Black Prince, banished ‘to 
France, had lost no time in availing him- 
self vo the king’s absence in Ireland tu 
return and seize the crown. In this 
project he had been abetted by the earl 
«f Northumberland and his eldest son, 
Hotspur, who had joined him, however, 
on the understanding that Henry would 
do nothing. more than reclaim his confis- 
cated estates and make no attempt to as- 
sume the crown. The heag,o&t the Lan- 
casterg, however, was hardly successful, 
and King Richard, who had gurried bavk 
to England, scarcely, captured and clap- 
ped into prison than Henry broke his 
word to his allies and decigred himseif 
King Henry IV.

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SCARCITY OF WOMAN LABOR 
ANNOYS MANY EMPLOYERS

There {fs truth in this anda 
man studious of the situation deplores 
the fact that woman, in her ambition 
te enter the so-called new flelds of labor, 
is turning her back upon that to which 
she is naturally adapted, and is unfitting 
herself for the more legitimate line of 
iabor, while her ineompetency in the 
‘new fields” is cheapening her labor, 
bringing discrimination against. the In- 
dividual members of the sex who gre 
capable, and In a way working against 
men workers in the same line of busi- 
ness, 

“Now I do not mean that many women 
are not most capable along business lines 
and that in office work and store work, 
too, there Ts not évery reason to con- 
gratulate them on their success,” said 
this manufacturer, “‘but there is a cep- 
tain element of women of limited educa- 
tion, who taking a limited so-called bus- 
ness course, offer themselves for smaller 
salaries than the better equipped woman 
who cannot afford to cheapen her ga- 
pacity or ability by offering herself for 
go paltry salary. 

“The woman with the limited business 
course can afford to do so, in realization 
of her Incompetency, but with the hope 
that experience will in time suffice for 
lack of knowledge. In case such @ wo- 
man is sincerely ambitious and indus- 
trious and her employer, unable to afford 
a ‘better paid woman, is willing to prac- 
tice patience during .the noviciate, or 
apprenticeship, then a good business ca- 
reer may be open:to her. But, if on the 
other hand the woman jis merely working 
for the wecR®ly pay, that she may ex- 
pend it on “turquoise blue’ waists and 
pearl beads, and if she is willing to en- 
dure the reproofs that may be directed 
to her for her deficiencies, then is the 
one of that fraternity cheapening wo- 
man’s labor. She will never accomplish 
anything in such work, and is in daily 
danger of finding at the end of the week 
that she Is out of a position. She can- 
not hope for a better one in. this same 
line, for, discharged for inefficlency, she 
could scarcely expect a letter of recom- 
mendation or indorsement from her for- 
mer employer.” 

It is just this type of women, so those 
that have looked over the flelds declare, 
that so often complain they cannot secure 
work when there is plenty of it at hand, 
but of a kind that they resent doing. 

“IT do not know why it is, but it seems 
to me that many of the young women in 
this section of the country do not appre- 
clate the dignity of needle Work as_a 
feminine occupation,” said a fashionable 
dressmaker interviewed as to the “scarci- 
ty of labor among the element of Women 
capable of doing fois particular class of 
sewing. r 

“Southern women are fond of dress,, 
and are willing to pay for it, but in At- 
lanta, and I dare say elsewhere, many 
women purchase their best gowns north, 
not because there are not artistic dresses 
here, but because many of the shops 
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more business-

“Why, I could have done twice ag much 
bdsiness this season than I have done if 
I had had a large enough number of 
hands. But I was compelled to decline 
doing the work of good customers, as I 
nad no one who could do the actual 
work. 

“There was’apparently no end of the 
women who applied to me declaring they 
wanted work, but of the many employed 
I found at the end of the season there 
were the fewest of the few that I would 
willingiy engage the coming season.”’ 

“What was the trouble?’ 

“These two things: On the part of one 
element theré was no desire to learn or 
improve in the work, no apparent pride, 
or ambition to advance in what I con- 
sider a most honorable profession; but 
merely the aeocptance of the work being 
done as an inevitable hardship. 

“Then ther@é were those who could only 
be relied upon up to pay day. After 
many of those | engaged worked long 
enough to learn a few dots as to the 
spring fashion and earned sufficient to 
make a few purchases for a summer 
wardrobe, they resented the first reproof, 
or criticism. of their work, or gave away 
to the first alleged headache, to go home 
and not return. 

“When the head of an establishment 
like mine sees in a young woman, no 
matter how untrained she is, the desire 
to learn, even though it takes time, I am 
willing to stop and do for her all I can, 
although it is difficult to carry on a 
training school and dressmaking estab- 
lishment at the same time. But so often 
when this training is going on, and the 
young woman is still inefficient, she can- 
not understand why her wages are not 
so high as those of the competent hand 
seated next to her, whe*may have served 
a patient apprenticeship, and the former 
may, before she becomes a competent 
hand, throw aside her apportunities, be- 
lieving that her wages are not what they 
ought to be.”’ 

“Do you ‘have trouble having your plain 
sewing done?’ was asked a well-known 
Atlanta woman, wipse large family re- 
quires that she have a great deal of 
sewing done, 

“I certainly do,’’ she replied. “There are 
a number of women in Atlanta competent 
to do it, but they are so overloaded with 
work one has to wait upon them longer 
than. is convenient. 

“When I ask them why they can’t se- 
cure assistance, I am told the same old 
story, that it is difficult to get diligent, 
trained labor. 

““T expected a young lady to help me 
today,’ the story goes, ‘but she wasn’t 
well, and coldn’t e@Me, or ‘the young 
lady I engaged couldn't come today be- 
cause she went to a picnic.’ 

“Then another trouble I have had is 
that when I give a good deal of work 
to one person, about half of it will be 
done well, and the other will be so badly 
done I suspect it has fallen into un- 
skilled hands—those hands that are 
working only until the clock strikes six, 
and with no personal pride or interest 
in their work.’ 

So it would seem that although sewing 
is one of the essentially feminine occu- 
pations, it is one that is not popular 
among Atlanta women wage-earners,

The Bibhtheque et Revue explains that 
“to produce devitrification it is necessary 
to bring the glass very slbwly from the”* 
liquid to the solid state, or to heat § 
again for a long time near the _ fusion 
point.”” The molds used are of east iron, 
and a special apparatus has been devised 
to grind the giass. The process is thus 
described Wy the Swiss writer: 

“The molds containing the powdered 
giass are placed in the,heating oven... In- 
side of an huur the powder softens and 
takes the form of a thick paste, which is 
then Ppiaced during a few minutes in an- 
ether oven with a temperature of 1,300 
degrees ©., and afterwards submitted to 
hydraulic pressure. The glass stone is 
then taken to the refrigerating oven and 
removed from the mold, the shape of 
which it has taken.”

Seasoning of Poles and Ties. 

The American and Tele- 
phone Company experimenting this 
summer, through the bureau of forestry, 
with methods of lengthening the lasting 
powers of cedar and chestnut poles. The 
bureau has sent several men to wW''- 
mington, N. C., to study the loss of 
weight by cedar poles under proper meth- 
ods of seasoning and the increased length 
of service of the poles which seasoning 
and preserving bring about. Similar 
work is being carried on near. Harris- 
burg. Pa., with chestnut poles. 

In Bear canyon, Gallatin countv, Mon- 
tana, and at Sheridan, Wvyo., the season- 
ing tests with long-pole pine, begun last 
summer in cooperation with the Burling- 
ton railroad, will be continued under the 
direction ®f Reynolds Hill.

It was by taking the advice of the 
old lord’s spirit that he got the money 
to build the two vachts with which he 
challenged. for the Cup. Dunraven 
was in this country and was poor. A 
seance was held in a room at the Bre- 
voort House, which he attended. Dun- 
raven asked that his father’s spirit be 
called up. The medium said the old 
lord was present. Dunraven asked if 
he should sell some property which 
he had in Wales. The table rapped 
furiously and the medium translated, 
“Do not sell. Dig down and you will 
be richer than you ever were before 
in your life.” 

Dunraven went back to Wales and 
dug. He discovered a coal mine and 
became rich. As soon as he was rich 
enough he built a boat and challenged 
for the Cup. 

A jolly challenger was Lieutenant 
Henn, who came over in the Galatea, 
lle never had a ghost of a show to 
win, but he said when he went away, 
“Well, I did not get the Cup, but I’ve 
had the best time I ever had in my 
life.” 
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Cheers for Lieutenant Henn and His 
Coop. 


The first port Henn made on this 
side when he came over in his yacht 
for the races was Marblehead. The 
whole population of the town came 
down to the waterside to see the Lieu- 
tenant and his boat. “Three cheers 
for Lieutenant Henn!” shouted some 
one, and they were given with a will. 
Then a boy standing on a rock shout- 
ed, “Three cheers for Kis coop,” and 
the crowd cheered the Galatea. 

It was a funny outfit that came 
down from Canada in 1881 to try for 
the Cup with the sloop Atalanta. The 
yacht was built on “Lake Ontario and 
was towed down through the Erie 
Canal. She had a crew composed of 
captains who had “shivered their tim- 
bers” on the fresh water of the Great 
Lakes. In the races all the captains 
gave orders at once and each was 
angry with the others because he was 
not obeyed. The sloop Mischief beat 
the Canadian considerably over half 
an hour, and when the yachts dropped 
anchor off Staten Island after the 
race, Mr. Busk, the owner of the Mis- 
chief, in the exuberance of his joy, 
ordered champagne to be served out 
to the hardy sailors of the crew. The 
crew drank the fizzy stuff under pro-

She was not only badly 
beaten, but after the race she was at- 
tached by a swarm of creditors. The 
sheriffs of Richmond and Kings coun- 
ties fought for her. When she was 
finally taken from the waters of Staten 
Island over to Brooklyn she left-be- 
hind a lug foresail, and five persons 
appeared on the dock and claimed it 
as their own, one of them presenting 
an unpaid bill for the board of the 
crewe Finally, it was reported, she 
was stolen from the custody of the 
Sheriff of Kings and sailed away in 
the night for Canada. 


The Telephone and the Defense of the 
America’s Cup. 


As it was Lord Dunraven’s father’s 
ghost which furnished the money for 
the two Valkyries, so it was the in- 
vention of the telephone whicli con- 
tributed to the building of the Puri- 
tan, the first of the great single-stick- 
ers, and the one which saved the Cup 
from Sir Richard Sutton, when he 
came seeking it in the Genesta, flying 
the flag of the Royal Yacht Squadron. 
jer M. Forbes was a wealthy East 
ndia merchant of Boston. J. Mal- 
colm Forbes, his son, in a business 
transaction, had a block of Bell tele- 
phone stock forced on him. It was 
then practically worthless, and he 
took if with a sigh, and laid it away 
among -the forgotten things in his 
safe.
